Mr. Bostick, chairman of the Select Committee on the part of the 
House, reported that their duty was duly performed, and that a mes- 
sage in writing would be transmitted immediately, 

A message from his Excellency James C. Jones, Governor of Ten- 
nessee, was received by the hands of John S. Young, Secretary of State, 
and was by him read to the House as follows: 

Execurive DEPARTMENT, ? 
Nashville, October 10th, 1845. 
Fellow Citizens of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives: 
In obedience to the requirements of the constitution and laws of the 
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State, you have assembled for the purpose of discharging the high 
and important functions pertaining to the legislative department of 
the State Government. The manner in which this delicate and im- 
„portant trust may be discharged, is matter of the highest importance; 
affecting, as it must, not only the interest and prosperity of your 
constituents, but, the honor of the State, and the perpetuity of our 
free institutions. The importance of the stations you occupy can- 
not be too highly appreciated; nor its duties performed with too 
much care and deliberation. It is to be feared, that the important 
duty of giving laws, for the government of the people, the support and 
advancement .of a sound, well regulated, constitutional liberty, has 
lost much of the importance that should be attached toit. It is deep- 
ly to be regretted, that, in but too many instances, the best interest of 
society, and, even the bonor of the Government, have been sacrificed 
on the altar of party. Itis to be hoped, that this error, so fatal to the 
interest of the country, and so derogatory to the character of* the rep- 
resentatives of a free and enlightened constituency, may find a signal 
rebuke in the results of -your labors; and thus, your deliberations may 
be directed to the establishment of correct principles, rather than the 
support of a system of mere expedients. 

In discharging the duty incumbent on me, as the Chief Executive of 
the State, of communicating with you, I shall, in the suggestions which 
I make, confine myself to such questions as pertain to the interest of 
the State, and are legitimate subjects for your consideration. It is 
doubtless true, that the local interest of the State has sometimes been 
forgotten and swallowed up in legislating about things pertaining to, and 
alone within, the competency of another department of Government. 
Our State Legislatures have almost ceased to be conservators of local 
interests, and have entered into compéetition with the National Legisla- 
ture in the discussion, of questions of great national importance, over 
which they have no control, and which appropriately belong to the 
councils of the nation. This is doubtless a very laudable emulation, 
and, but for its effects on the neglected interest of the State, it would 
not be a habit deserving of condemnation. Having witnessed the dis- 
astrous effects of this species of legislation, 1 may be permitted to ex- 
press the hope, that your action will be such as to arrest its further pro- 
gress. Iam not aware that the interest of the State demands much 
legislation. The laws for the protection of the persons and property 
of our citizens are, in the main, good, and need but little alteration— 
the benefits of Government are secured, alike to all; and its burthens 
are as equally distributed—all the meaus of comfort and prosperity, 
as far as they may be expected to be conferred by the Government are 
given ‘alike to all. Jam aware that the impression obtains, to some 
extent, that it is within the competency of legislative action to effect 
sudden great and salutary changes in the prosperity of the country; 
times are to be made good, money abundant; in fine, all the blessings 
Which the over-credulous has pictured to himself, are to be suddenly 
showered on the country. Vain and delusive are such hopes and ex- 
pectations. ‘They are either the chimeras of distempered imagina- 
"ons, or the suggestions of the heartléss and despicable demagogue. 
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. fancy or caprice may suggest. 
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Jt is the duty, and certainly within the competency, of a wise and ben- | 
eficent government, to pass such laws as tend to the public good, and | 
the general prosperity of the country. You may stimulate the energies | 
and excite the enterprise of your citizens, and adopt a policy calculat- | 
ed to develope the resources of the country; this much may be done, | 
and this much the country has a right to expect and demand of the | 
government, but beyond this they cannot go. Give to the country the | 
best and wisest policy that an enlightened patriotism can devise; and | 
let it be stable—a firm and stable policy is what the country requires, 
and what it must possess, if it enjoys permanent prosperity. That 
such a system as this, one that would be general in its effects, must 
emanate fromthe General Government, no one can doubt; and, as its 
action is beyond the controlof our State Government, it is unnecessa- 
ry to obtrude our counsels onit. Having looked long, and in vain, to | 
this source for the benefits that would result from such a policy, and 
having no ground to expect its adoption for some years to come, it is 
necessary that the State Legislature should bring into requisition all 
the means at its command, which seem likely to aid in accomplishing | 
so desirable an end. Icannot impress on you, too strongly, the impor- | 
tance of guarding against excessive legislation. This is an evil, the | 
magnitude of which can scarcely be estimated. It has been said, | 
that that is the best government which is best administered. Without | 
giving my unqualified assent to this sentiment, I cannot doubt that it} 
contains much truth; and, in order to secure to the law its faithful-ad-| 
ministration, and its greatest efficiency, it should be plain and uném- 
biguous; let your laws be stable, and not subject to every change that 


As the first and most efficient auxiliary in the accomplishment of 
the objects of a well regulated system of self government is doubtless | 
to be found in the enlightenment of the public mind, your attention] 
will be first directed to the importance of establishing a more perfecti 
and enlarged system of Education, than that which is under the aus- 
pices and patronage of the State, at the present time. The first andg 
highest duty of Government, after securing to its citizens, freedom ofi 
conscience and the protection of persons and property, is, as far as lies} 
in its power, to furnish to all, the means of knowing and appreciating} 
their rights. This is the duty of every government; and, in one basc 
on the great principle ofself government, it is no less its interest than its 
duty. Conscious of the importance of this subject, and believing that 
it was closely identified with the best interest of society, and the per 
manence of our institutions, I have not failed, at any time since my 
official connection with the State, to vindicate not only its claims tq 
public confidence, but have, on all suitable occasions, urged it on the 
attention of the Legislative Department of the Government. Some] 
thing has been done—efforts have been made, to strengthen and giv 
efficiency to our system of common school education; still, its defect4 
are but too obvious, and its inefficiency to accomplish the great objects 
for which it was established, 1s but too palpable. 

The magnitude of this subject—its claims on Legislative interest and 
action can scarcely be estimated; the importance of the diffusion 
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general intelligence, the enlightenment of the public mind, can be 
valued only by our estimate of our boasted system of self government 
—as we value the one, so, should we cherish the other. A portion of 
intelligence is essential to the appreciation and enjoyment of the most 
common blessings and comforts of civilization: it is the great essential 
ingredient of human happiness and enjoyment. If therefore a portion 
of intelligence be necessary for the enjoyment and support of govern- 
ment in any of its forms, who can doubt its indispensable importance 
in a government like ours, where the popular mind, next to the consti- 
tution, is of supreme authority. Man’s highest capacity for self gov- 
ernment, must ever be accompanied with an amount of intelligence 
sufficient to enable him to know not only his rights but his duty; it is 
not sufficient that we know what we may do, it is important that we 
know what we should not do. The possession of power and enjoy- 
ment of rights is one thing, the proper exercise of that power is anoth- 
er. According to our system of government each individual on whom 
the right of suffrage is conferred has an undoubted right to exercise it 
according to his own pleasure or caprice, yet no one will doubt that an 
enlightened duty requires him to use this inestimable privilege with a 
view to promote the honor and interest of the country. The great ex- 
periment which is now being made,and in the success of which the 
world has so deep an interest, depends on the virtue and intelligence of 
the people; without these our hopes are vain and delusive; these are 
the pillars on which the edifice must rest. I care not how beautiful 
and perfect the proportions of the superstructure may be, if the pillars 
be defective or neglected, the edifice with all its beauty and symmetry, 
will soon present the melancholy spectacle of ruin and desolation. 

T have no confidence in man’s capacity for self government only as 
it is predicated on virtue and intelligence. Millions of public treasure 
are annually consumed in giving strength and security to your govern- 
ment, by raising armies, fitting out fleets and building fortifications, 
and scarcely a thought is bestowed on the far more reliable safe-guards 
of liberty, virtue and intelligence. The policy of the government seems 
to be, millions for an army or navy, not one dollar for education, not one 
incentive to virtue. As a means of giving strength and permanence to 
our institutions, the influences that are constantly emanating from your 
schools, colleges, academies, are far more to be relied on, than all the 
armies and navies that the government can command. 

With a view of enforcing on the minds of your predecessors the ne- 
cessity for prompt and efficient action on this subject, I presented to 
them the painful and fearful facts connected with this subject contained 
in the statistics of the State. Gladly would I spare myself and you 
the pain of contemplating this subject—the picture is so dark and 
gloomy, as only to be looked on with sorrow and regret. I would not 
unnecessarily wound the pride of any Tennessean. .I would not cast 
reproach on that neme endeared to me by a thousand fond recollections; 
but duty requires me to present you the facts, that you may see the 
danger and provide the remedy. The fearful want of education 
among our citizens is no longer to be disguised, and the appeal is 
made to you to correct this evil by all the means at your command. ` 
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I apprehend there is but one opinion about the importance of this 
subject, and that it is the duty of government to lend its aid in the ac- 
complishment of so great a purpose, is a proposition equally concurred 
in. But the question here arises—What can be done? Much may be 
done, and all should be done that can be. Something has already been 
accomplished; a system of common schools has been established; and 
though it has not done all the good its authors anticipated, still this is 
no sufficient reason why the effort should cease or the enterprise be 
abandoned. Its good effects have not yet developed themselves; if it 
should but stay the tide that is deluging the State, it will have answered 
an invaluable purpose, though it never succeed in drying up all the 
fountains that feed and swell this dark and turbid stream. 

Of the defects of the present system, or the details of a more perfect 
one, itis unnecessary for me here to inquire. They will readily sug- 
gest themselves to those to whom this subject shall be committed.— 
The great obstacle to be overcome, and perhaps the only formidable 
difficulty in the way of success is, the want of a sufficient fund. By 
reference to the reports of the school commissioners made during the 

resent year, it will be found, that there are in the State, more than two 
Fonded and fifty thousand children between the ages of six and twen- 
ty-one years. ‘The sum annually appropriated to common schools is 
$100,000. It is manifest that this sum is wholly insufficient to afford 
the means of the most common education to so large a number as are 
embraced in the provisions of the law, and are made participants in 
the benefits of this fund. This great disproportion between the means 
and the object to be accomplished must be obviated, if the system 
shall ever operate successfully. ‘There are two ways in which this de- 
fect may be remedied: You may provide that this fund shall be ap- 
pee exclusively to the education of the poor and indigent, such as 

ave nat the means of securing to themselves the blessings of education. 
The other mode of remedying the evil is to be found in-increasing the 
school fund toan amount large enough to sécure to all the children of 
the State, the advantages of a common school education. To this first 
proposition there are insuperable objections. 1 fear it would tend to 
establish improper distinctions in society, creating prejudices which 
should never be cherished. It therefore remains for you to devise’some 
plan by which the school fund may be enlarged; and if you do not suc- 
ceed in this, I fear this most important object will fail of its accomplish- 
ment. I have lovked to the State’s interest in the proceeds of the Pub- 
lic Lands, whenever the policy of Distribution should obtain, as a sure 
means of accomplishing this object. Ihave cherished the hope of see- 
ing this policy adopted with the greatest fondness; because I saw in it 
the consummation of this great and invaluable benefit to the State. 
But as this hope is not to be realized, at least for some years to come, 
it behooves the State to bring into requisition all the means she may 
possess—let all her energies be summoned to the task of providing a 
remedy for this great and growing evil. How this fund may be best 
enlarged, is a question of grave importance—that it may be done by a 
resort to additional taxation is certainly true; and I am free to declare 
my readiness to adopt this mode, if no better or more satisfactory one 
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can be found. The necessities of this case, in my judgment, justify a | 


resort to any means that are honorable. Ido not think such a resort is 
by any means absolutely necessary. I think there is another and less 
objectionable mode in which the contemplated object may be attained. 
The Bank of Tennessee is the property of the State, and I have no 
hesitation in recommending that this Institution, with all its means and 
resources (after paying the interest on the capital borrowed) be made 
subservient to this purpose. I would dedicate it entirely (with the 
above reservation) to the benevolent and patriotic design of educating 
the children of the country. If this direction should be given to the 
funds of the Bank, whether they should be employed as at present for 
banking purposes or not, you will be better prepared to judge, when 
you shall have examined the condition of that Institution. 

The Bank of Tennessee was chartered in 1837, and had for its object 
the establishment of a system of Education and Internal Improvements. 
These were objects worthy the attention of an enlightened and patriotic 
Legislature, and reflect credit at least on the motivés of those with 
whom the design originated, and by whom it was put into operation. 
How far it has succeeded in answering the purposes of its creation, or 
what success is likely to attend it in future, are questions worthy your 
most deliberate consideration—has it been or is it likely to be a source 
of profit to the State, or can it be made so by the wisest and most faith- 
ful administration of its affairs, under its present organization? These 
important enquiries can only be answered satisfactorily and correctly 
by a recurrence to facts and figures. The most plausible theory is of- 
ten delusive, and individual opinions, even of the highest authority, are 
often fallacious; neither the one nor the other should be trusted in a 
matter of so much importance to the best interest of the State. 

The Bank went into operation about the 1st of July, 1838, a little 
more than seven years ago—its aggregate profits and expenses during 
this series of years are as follows: entire profit of Bank of Tennessee 
for seven years, $1,912,845 73; expenses during same length of time 
$1,939,701 02, showing an excess of expenditure over the profits of 
$26,855 29. This, though by no means a favorable exhibit of its ope- 
rations, is the best that can be given. The last few years of its busi- 
ness give the best data by which an opinion of its opérations should be 
formed; for it must be borne in mind, that for the first years its liabilities 
were comparatively small; but few Bonds for purposes of Internal Im- 
provements, the interest on which was to be paid by the Bank; had 
been issued at the time the Bank commenced business; they have been 
issued from that to the present time, and consequently the liabilities of 
the Bank have been increasing constantly. The Bonds to be issued to 
complete the State’s subscription in these works will be few, and it 
may be therefore safe to take the present liabilities of thé Bank as per- 
manent, subject to such increase as the Bonds to be issued may pro- 
duce. In order that all the facts, necessary to enable you to form cor- 
rect opinions as to the policy proper to be pursued, may be before you, 
I have procured from the officers of the Bank, the following statement 
of its operations: - 7

From this statement itis obvious that you must either diminish the 
expenses of the Bank (as you cannot hope to increase its profits) or, if 
continued in operation, a few years must find it in a state of hopeless 
bankruptcy. This exhibit of the operations of the Bank, though dark 
and gloomy, constitutes the brightest side of the picture; no estimate of 
the losses sustained by the creation of bad debts, has been included in 
the statement above. That statement proceeds on the supposition that 
all the debts due the Institution are good and available; but how are 
the facts in this case? Ihave no satisfactory means by which I can 
ascertain with certainty the amount of loss sustained in this way.— 
The only authentic information we possess on this subject, is to be 
found in the reports of the commissioners appointed at the last session 
of the General Assembly to examine into the condition of the Bank and 
its branches. Their reports show the following results:

It must be remembered that these reports were made 12 or 18 months 
since; no estimate of the losses sustained since that time is contained in 
this statement. 

What proportion of the bad and doubtful debts may be fairly esti- 
mated as lost, I cannot say—but from the best information I could ob- 
tain, I thinkthe State may esteem itself fortunate if it ever realizes one 
fourth of the bad and doubtful debts—add to this amount of loss, from 
the bad and doubtful the reported loss on real estate $5008 and the 
loss by E. W. Dale $34,000, together with the excess of expenditure 
from the time the Bank went into operation to the present, and you have 
the entire loss amounting to $374,986 81. These facts require no com- 
ment; it requires no great financial acumen to foresee the result—no 
great powers of calculation to tell with some precision how long before 
the entire capital of the Bank will have been swallowed up and lost. 

Something may be done in the way of diminishing the ordinary or: 
current expenses of the Institution by lessening the number of Branches. 
Suppose you succeed in this (a supposition wholly fallacious) and there- 
by reduce the ordinary expenses one half or two thirds, still your ex- 
penditures will exceed your profits by many thousand dollars. 

Having presented these facts for your consideration, I might here 
dismiss the subject, leaving to you the responsibility of providing a 
remedy; but having no wish to evade any responsibility that may pro- 
perly attach to me, and my convictions of the policy proper to be adopt- 
ed being clear, I feel that I should be wanting in fidelity to the trust re- 
posed in me, did I withhold a full expression of those convictions. The 
best and perhaps the only plan by which the capital of the Bank can be 
rescued fromi certain and irrecoverable loss, is to put the Bank in’ a 
course of gradual liquidation; the practicability of sustaining an Institu- - 
tion organized as this is, has been tested, and the results of seven years 
demonstrate conclusively its impracticability. With all the evidence: 
before us, to hesitate is to sport with the public interest, and expose the 
Treasure of the State to certain loss. -The policy herd recommended, 
I doubt not, will encounter some opposition; many arguments will be 
urged against its adoption; but when tested by facts, I think they will 
be found entitled to but little weight. It may, and probably will be al- 
ledged, that such a course as this would operate oppressively on the 
debtors to the Bank, and that it would injuriously affect the circulating , 
medium of the State. I do not think that either of these effects would ; 
necessarily ensue; the liquidation should be gradual; giving to the | 
debtors of the Bank time sufficient to meet their liabilities: if it should 
be thought necessary, a much greater time might be given them than 
they could enjoy if the Bank was continued in operation. That the | 
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withdrawal of the Bank of Tennessee would terid in some degree to 
diminish the amount of the circulation of the State, is probably true; 
but I do not think that the diminution would be so great as seriously to 
affect the prosperity of the country. From the statements of the Stock 
Banks, and other reliable information, I am satisfied that these Institu- 
tions can with safety to themselves and the country, increase their cir- 
culation frow five to seven hundred thousand dollars. If the opinion 
here expressed be true, (and I think all will concur in its correctness 
who will put themselves in possession of the requisite information) then 
the circulation of the State would not be seriously affected. The wind- 
ing up of the Bank should be gradual, extending through several years, 
and of course it would be many years before the entire issue of the 
Bank would be withdrawn from circulation; and should the policy of 
the Stock Banks be directed by the same wisdom that has character- 
ized their operations for the last few years, I do not doubt that their 
ability to extend accommodations to the country, would bein proportion 
to the withdrawal of the circulation of the State Bank. Give to these 
and all other objections that may be arrayed ‘against this policy, all 
the weight to which they are entitled, still the fact is undisguised that 
the Institution is an unprofitable concern; and unless a remedy be pro- 
vided, a few years must bring on the State all the evils that these ob- 
jections imply, with a certain loss of the entire capital of the Bank. 

The deep solicitude I feel on this subject, arises not only from a de- 
sire to save the funds of the State from being squandered, but there 
are other higher and more important considerations connected with it. 
Adopt this policy and apply the means and capital of the Bank to the 
redemption of the Bonds of the State, a part or all of which may be 
added to the school fund, and ina few years we shall present the 
pleasing spectacle of a State out of debt, the honor and integrity of the 
Government secured, anda system of universal education permanently 
established. Tn results so glorious as these, every patriot and philan- 
thropist would find abundant cause for rejoicing. 

A „want of fidelity is doubtless one of the greatest evils that afflicts 
society; its withering effects on the private relations of life and the daily 
intercourse that must necessarily exist in all communities, are of the 
most disastrous character. However great the evils that result to so- 
ciety from individual instances of infidelity in mseting their engage- 
ments, still it bears avery small proportion to the evil consequences 
that flow from the disregard of the obligations that a Government has 
assumed, and to the faithful execution of which, its honor is engaged. 
As representatives, the first and perhaps the highest duty you owe to 
virtue, to good government, to your constituents and posterity, is to 
provide the means by which the faith and credit of the State shall be 
preserved inviolate. A government, whose escutcheons are stained 
with dishonor, is not an object around which the heart of patriotism 
clings with fondness and affection. Ifa governmént would secure to 
itself the strength which lies in the hearts and confidence ofits citizens, 
it must present itself in robes of honor, and not in. garments covered 
with disgrace. 

In making this my last communication to the Representatives of the 
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People of Tennessee, 1f I shall be instrumental in any degree (however 
small) in presenting motives or means by which you may be induced 
to provide for the permanent security and inviolability of the honor of 


the State, I shall feel that I am abundantly rewarded for all the solici- 
tude the subject has excited. Since my official connection with the 


State it has been my constant care to guard and protect its honor, and | 


I am happy to know it has passed through the four years of my public 
service without a stain of dishonor; all its engagements have been 
promptly and faithfully redeemed. I sincerely hope that the same good 
fortune may ever attend it. The indebtedness of the State and the 
providing of suitable and sufficient means for its liquidation, claim 
your attention. The entire indebtedness of the State for all purposes, 
exclusive of the School Fund, is as follows:

This is a small amount of indebtedness compared to that of some 
of our sister States; but its comparative smallness does not lessen the 
necessity of making some provision for its payment—small as it is, it 
contains all the elements of dishonor, and if treated with neglect or in- 
difference it must result in a violation of the faith of the State. Having 
ascertained the indebtedness of the State, it may be well to enquire into 
its ability to meet it; the only means possessed by the State, indepen- 
dent of the Bank of Tennessee, is its stock in the Union Bank, amount- 
ing to $625,600, and its stock in the Planter’s Bank, amounting to 
$232,'700; this latter sum constitutes a part of the School fund, butis 
nevertheless under. the control of the State, and may be used in pay- 
ment of its debts, provided the State secures an equal amount in some 
other form to the School Fund. 

If the assets of the Bank of Tennessee were applied to this purpose, 
together with the other means of the State, I think almost its entire in- 
debtedness might be liquidated. The means of the State may be es- 
timated as follows: Means in Bank of Tennessee after paying all its

If this sum was vested in'the Bonds of the State at their nominal or 
par value, it would reduce the indebtedness of the State to $46,758: 
If however the Bonds were purchased at their market value, the means 
of the State wonld be quite sufficient to liquidate the entire debt and 
leave a large surplus. This wold leave the State free from any pe- 
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cuniary obligation except to the school fund, to provide for which it 
would have an unembarrassed Treasury, and its dividends from all its 
works of Internal Improvements, which means would be sufficient to 
put the system of Common Schools on a sure and permanent basis. So 
thorough are my convictions of the wisdom of the policy suggested, 
that I can but repeat my most earnest recommendation ofits adoption. 
Since the adjournment of the last General Assembly, I have cancel- 
led thirty-two State Bonds of a thousand dollars each, which were is- 
sued for the benefit of the Charleston, Cincinnatiand Louisville Rail- 
road Company. Ihave also cancelled Bonds to the amount of twenty- 
one thousand dollars, which were received trom the Union Bank under 
the provision of an act authorising the Stock Banks to exchange their 
real estate for their stock; all of which have been deposited in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State. Bonds to the amount of $11,750 were 
received from the Planters Bank; these were not cancelled, as the 
stock given in exchange for them constituted a part of the School Fund. 
‘They were delivered tothe Bank of Tennessee, and a receipt for the 
same deposited-in the Secretary of State’s office. In making this ex- 
change of stock for bonds, I found that interest had been drawn on the 
bonds in the possession of the Union Bank, after they should have been 
exchanged for stock, amounting to $1,412 41; and that an excess of 
interest had been paid on the bends held by the Planters Bank, of $35 
45; both of which sums have been paid to the Bank of Tennessee. 
The Internal Improvement system, as regulated by the law of 1840, 
has gone on to the completion of most of the works in which the State 
owns stock—no new work has been commenced in which the State owns 
an interest, except the Murfreesborough and Manchester road. The 
commencement of this work was delayed by the refusal of the Execu- 
tive to issue bonds, he believing that the State’s subscription had been 
improperly obtained. On application of this Company, the last Gen- 
eral Assembly directed the Board of internal Improvements to com- 
promise the difficulty that existed, and if the compromise thus made 
should be approved by the Governor and Attorney General, the com- 
pany was authorised to proceed to the construction of the road. The 
compromise having been made and approved, the work has been com- 
menced and is rapidly progressing towards its completion. Iwas no- 
tified about the 29th of August, by the Comptroller of the Treasury, 
that but one of the Internal Improvement companies (the Columbia 
Central,) had made settlement with him on the ist July, as required 
by law. In case of such failure it is made the duty of the Governor to 
appoint one or more commissioners to settle with such delinquent com- 
pany or companies. I determined at once to appoint commissioners 
for this purpose, but before I did so, I saw the officers of several com- 
panies that had not made settlement with the Comptroller, from whom 
{ learned that they had settled with a committee appointed for that pur- 
pose by the last General Assembly, and that they were ready to make 
a further settlement in accordance with the provisions of the settlement 
already made. Knowing that any commissioner that I might appoint 
‘would have no power or authority to ratify the settlements thus made, 
and knowing that the companies would not be willing to settle on any 
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other terms: under these circumstances, not wishing to subject the State 
to a large and useless expenditure, I deemed it most advisable to defer 
the appointment of commissioners until the meeting of the Legislature. 
A report of the settlements as made by this committee will, I presume, 
be submitted to you at an early day. ‘ l 

Of the importance of a well regulated system of Internal Improve- 
ments, I entertain no doubt. That such a system would afford great 
facilities to the enterprise and industry of the country, developing its 
resources and stimulating its energies, is certainly true. No one esti- 


mates its benefits more highly than Ido, and no one would rejoice . 


more than I would, to see a gradual and permanent system engrafted 
on the policy of the State. Gladly would I contribute by all proper 
means to its establishment. That such works are greatly needed in 
many portions of the State, no one will doubt. In the Eastern divis- 
ion, from its insulated position, and the very imperfect and uncertain 
navigation of its streams, such facilities would be of great value and 
utility. But great as these benefits are conceded to be, their import- 
ance does not in my judgment justify a resort to that most destructive 
financial policy, of raising means by an extension of the credit of the 
State in the issuance of its bonds. The bonds that have already been 
issued have been sold at a discount of from twenty to fifty per cent., 
and yet the State is bound to redeem them at their nominal or, par val- 
ue. ‘This objection to a further issue of the bonds of the State, is a 
formidable one, yet there are others of far greater magnitude. An 
policy that contemplates an enlargement of the debts of the State at 
the present time; I should consider of dangerous tendency. In the 
name of Justice and Honor let us issue no more Bonds, let us create“ 
no more debts, until we have either paid those we owe, or made some 
certain provision-for them as they come to maturity. If inequality in 
the distribution of the means already vested in these works exists be- 
tween the different divisions of the State, ifinjustice has been done, cor- 
rect the error by all the honorable means at your command; if needs 
be, correct it by a resort to the Treasury of the State, to any means that 
youhave—but in the name of the honor of the State, issue no more 
Bonds. To create debts without possessing or providing some certain 
means for their redemption, is to trifle with the credit of the State; it 
is to sport with its honor. There are various Improvements of great 
importance, and in the commencement and completion of which the 
State has a deep interest. Of this number I might specify the con- 
templated extension of the Georgia Rail Road, from its present termi- 
nus at Chattanooga on the Tennessee River, to some point on the 
Cumberland. Of the advantages afforded to our citizens by this 
enterprise, I need not speak; it would:open a communication between 
the West and our Southern Atlantic ports, the value and importance of 
which can scarcely be estimated. And if this improvement offers 
sufficient inducement for an investment of individual capital, I cannot 
doubt the propriety of authorisng its construction, provided the State 
ig not required to take any part of the stock. 

It gives me pleasure to be able to speak in terms of commendation 
of the management and discipline of the State Prison; it doubtless an- 
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swers all the purposes of its creation, so far, at least, as they may be 
attained by an honest and faithful administration of its affairs. The 
number of convicts in the Prison at the present time is 190, being a 
small decrease during the two last years; this isa gratifying result, 
showing, as it does, a diminution of crime and an increasing respect 
for the rights of society, and the supremacy of the laws. In the com- 
munication which I made to the last General Assembly, I suggested 
the propriety of either enlarging the Prison, or of so amending the pe- 
nal code of the State as to provide some other mode of punishment for 
some of the minor offences that are now punishable by confinement in 
the Penitentiary. The experience of the two last years requires that 
1 should renew this recommendation, with the hope of its more favora- 
ble reception. 

Tn the construction of the Prison, provision was made for but two 
hundred convicts, the area within the walls at the time of its construc- 
tion was deemed sufficient to secure the health and comfort of the con- 
victs, but it has been found necessary greatly to diminish this space by 
the erection of shops and other buildings, demanded by the necessi- 
ties of the establishment. By an inspection of the Prison it will be 
very obvious that a greater number of convicts cannot be profitably 
employed within its walls than are there at the present time; and that 
the health of the establishment forbids a greater increase of the num- 
bers within its present walls, is equally obvious. As a matter of ex- 
pediency, as well as correct principle, I would recommend that the 
criminal code be so amended as to provide some other punishment for 
offences of a minor grade. It frequently happens that individuals are 
sent there for short periods of time, in many instances not more than 
a year. Experience has shown the impolicy of sending convicts for so 
short a time; one year is too short a period in which to effect a radical 
change in the habits of most offenders, and is quite too short to enable 
them to qualify themselves for usefulness to the Institution or them- 
selves when liberated. Ithink it willbe found in a majority of cases 
of this description, that the individual has been returned to society 
with his habits but little improved, and his capacity for usefulness but: 
little enlarged. 

The pardoning power as vested in the Executive by the Constitution 
of the State, is absolute and unqualified, except in cases of Impeach- 
ment. The Legislature of 1843, believing that cases might occur in 
which the offence was of so much atrocity as to require that its perpe- 
trator should be forever excluded from the pale of society, and that 
there might still be such smitigating circumstances attending it as not 
to justify a resort to the extremest punishment of the law, authorized 
the Governor in such cases to commute the punishment from death to 
imprisonment for life in the Penitentiary. Of the wisdom and hu- 
manity of this law, I éntertain no doubt. The power thus conferred 
has been exercised in three cases since the passage of the law—two of 
them under the unanimous recommendations of the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, the other under strong convictions of the insanity of the 
offender. Capital punishment should, in my judgment, only be resort- 
ed to in cases of the clearest guilt and greatest enormity; and when 
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the good of society demands an example of such dire extremity, the 
atonement should be made privately within the walls of the prison, and 
not submitted to the gaze of the curious thousands who congregate on 
such occasions. Such exhibitions are revolving to the finer sensibilities 
of our natures, and doubtless exert a dangerous and demoralizing in- 
fluence on society. It is, therefore, to be hoped that you will direct 
that executions shall in future be had in the walls of the prison, alone 
in the presence of the officers of the law. l 

Pardons have been extended to four convicts in the Penitentiary du- 
ring the two last years, and forty six others have been dismissed a 
short time before their terms of service expired, under the provisions 
of an act passed in 1835, for the encouragement of convicts. 

Among the various objects of public interest claiming your atten- 
tion, the Lunatic Asylum merits, and will, I doubt not; receive a liber- 
al share. Of the value and importance of this Institution, I need not 
speak. It is one that makes its appeals not only to the head but the 
heart; it is altogether worthy the patronage of an enlightened and chris- 
tian people. Something has been done to give permanence to this In- 
stitution—large and commodious buildings have been erected, and 
means have been furnished, by which comfort and protection have 
been secured to a portion of this most tinfortunate class of persons, but 
much remfins to be done. This is the first enterprize of public benevo- 
lence in which the State embarked, and it is. to be hoped it will not 
falter in its efforts te conduct it on to its highest point of usefulness. 
The benefits of such an Institution are no longer problematical; that it 
secures the comfort and safety of the objects of its care, no one doubts, 
and that it is well calculated to dispel the clouds that have gathered 
around the minds, and break the fetters that bind its victims in dark- 
ness, experience fully demonstrates. If it shall succeed in reclaiming 
but one of these unfortunate wanderers, and restore him again to rea- 
son and society, such case will stand a lasting monument of the wis- 
dom that conceived, and the benevolence that executed so graci 
design. For the results of this Institution for the two last years, I 
must refer you to the report of the physician and board of trustees— 
though we are far behind some of our sister States in this enterprize, 
still we should not despond; ours is yet in its infancy, and with care 
and a generous support, it may yet be made to spread its beneficent 
influences throughout the State, giving joy and comfort to the hearts 
of thousands. 

Of a similar character of benevolent enterprize, in which the State 
has engaged, are the Institutions established at the last Session of the 
General Assembly for the education of the Blind and Deaf and 
Dumb. These schools have been in operation but a. short time—one 
of them but a few months, the other a few years. Considering the 
unfavorable circumstances under which they have gone into operation; 
the smallness of means provided for their support; the success that 
has attended them, give assurance of the practicability of the under- 
taking, and is highly complimentary to the zeal and efficiency of those 
by whom they have been directed. Reports from these Institutions 
will be submitted to you at an early day, from which you Will be able 
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io judge what may be necessary to be done in order to secure their 
future permanence and extended usefulness. 

Inaccordance with the requirements of the constitution, the last 
General Assembly proceeded permanently to locate the Seat of Gov- 
ernment. This city was selected as the place of its location. The 
corporation of Nashville, with a liberality that has ever distinguished 
it, tendered to the State that beautiful eminence near the heart of the 
City, known as Campbell’s Hill, as the spot on which the Capitol 
might be erected. The Legislature, appreciating the spirit in which 
this tender was made, readily accepted the offer, and the ground has 
been accordingly conveyed to the State. A board of Commissioners 
to superintend the erection of the State House was appointed, and a 
small appropriation of money with which to commence the work, 
placed at their disposal. The employment of a suitable Architect, 
and the selection of a plan by which the House should be built, were du- 
ties assigned to the board, subject to the approval of the Executive. 
I was informed by the Board of the employment of Mr. Strickland as 
Architect, and also of the selection of a plan in which my approval was 
asked. Having satisfied myself, by all the means at my command, of 
the entire competency of Mr. Strickland, and believing from an inspec- 
tion of the plan submitted, that it combined great convenience with 
much taste and beauty, and that when completed it would comport 
well with the character and dignity of the State—reflecting the high- 
est credit on the taste‘and public spirit of its citizens, (reference being 
had at the same time to a reasonable economy) I gave to them m 
unqualified approval. Several vacancies have occured in the board 
since the adjournment of the last General Assembly, all of which have 
been supplied as provided for by law. Much time necessarily trans- 
pired between the appointment of Commissioners and the commence- 
ment of the work; the employment of a suitable Architect and the 
selection of a plan best adapted to all the uses contemplated, were 
objects worthy of great care and deliberation. These difficulties being 
overcome, the work of construction commenced without delay, and 
has been conducted with energy, promising an early completion pro- 
vided suitable means are placed at the command of the Commission- 
ers. The importance of completing this work with as little unneces- 
sary delay as possible, will suggest itself to all who have witnessed the 
evils resulting from useless delays in the erection of public works. 
The comfort and convenience of the Legislature, and the different 
Executive officers of the State, would be greatly promoted by the ear- 
ly completion of this edifice; but there is another and higher considera- 
tion than these, claiming your attention—the archives of the State de- 
mand greater security, and require that all useless delays should be 
avoided—the books, papers, and all the documents of the State, 
which are of great value possess no suitable place of security, and 
will doubtless so remain until the House is finished. An estimate of 
the means necessary to complete the work in a reasonable time will, I 
presume, be submitted in the report of the Commissioners. I would 
however, suggest the propriety of making the Penitentiary subservient 
to the accomplishment of this object, as far as practicable. Such a 
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direction of the labor of the convicts would not only be justified by 
economy, but it would silence the complaints of our citizen mechanics 
against the unfair and unjust competition to which they are subjected 
by the present employment of convict labor. 

A revision and amendment of the militia laws, or at least that por- 
tion relating to the drawing of Public arms, by volunteer companies, 
is imperiously demanded. The law provides that volunteer compa- 
nies may be formed, and when organized and equipped or uniformed, 
they are authorized to call on the Governor for the delivery of a portion 
of the Public arms. On giving bond and security for the safe-keeping 
and delivery of the same when called for, for the use of the State, it is 
made the duty of the Governor to cause the number of arms to which 
they may be entitled to be delivered to them. 

The conditions on which arms may be drawn, and the restrictions 
that the law imposes, are few and not well defined. The Governor 
has no discretion if the conditions of the law are complied with, it is 
his duty to issue the arms, although he may have reason to believe they 
are intended to be used for other than strictly military purposes.— 
Application has been made and arms issued during the last two years 
(almost exclusively within the, limits of the middle division of the State) 
to the number of 1626 muskets and accoutrements, 121 swords, and 
242 pistols, with accoutrements. In every instance in which arms 
have been delivered, bonds with good and sufficient security have 
been taken, but still it is to be feared that many of them will be lost 
or so much injured as to be useless should they be needed for the use 
of the State. This unusual and unprecedented exhibition of military 
ardor and enthusiasm, can only be accounted for and may be certainly 
traced to the newly acquired habit of blending the military with the po- 
litical pageants that have so signally distinguished the present era in 
the political history of the country. Whether this indiscriminate dis- 
tribution of the public arms is calculated to excite and foster a genuine 
military spirit; whether it looks to the safety of the country or not, are 
questions worthy of consideration. I think it is greatly to be feared, 
that instead of securing the peace and safety of society, in some mo- 
ment of unguarded excitement it may lead to consequences deeply to 
beregretted. It may be well to invest the Executive with some dis- 
cretion on this subject, or so amend the law as to confine the use of the 
arms of the State to purely military purposes. 

Some difficulty in ascertaining the true line between this and the 
State of Kentucky, along a portion of the boundary between the two 
States, existing, the last General Assembly passed an act proposing to 
the State of Kentucky the appointment of Commissioners to ascertain 
and mark the true line at those points of doubt and difficulty. This 
proposition has been acceded to on the part of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, and Commissioners have been appointed to perform this 
duty. The Commissioners on the part of this State are C. C. Nance 
and William P. McLain, who will co operate with the Commissioners 
of Kentucky. The season of the year in which the appointments were 
made was believed to be inauspicious for the faithful execution of the 
task, and the commencement of the work delayed until about the mid- 
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die of October. I presume their labors will close in time to report the 
results to you before your adjournment. 

Believing that great necessity for a thorough revision of the statutes 
of the State existed, I presented this subject to the consideration of the 
last Legislature, proposing the appointment of some suitable person or 
persons to perform this task. “The Legislature concurring with me in 
opinion, directed that the Judges of the Supreme Court should select 
two competent persons to prepare a digest of the Statutes, and also a 
digest of the decisions of the Supreme Court of this State. From the 
distinguished ability and profound legal attainments of the gentlemen 
thus chosen, the country has the strongest guarantee of the value and 
usefulness of those works when completed. I had hoped that the di- 
gest of the statutes would have been finished and submitted to the ac- 
tion of the present Legislature, but I understand that much time and 
labor is yet requisite forits completion. Should you desire further in- 
formation in relation to this subject, I doubt not it will be cheerfully af- 
forded by those gentlemen, if called for. zs 

So far as the execution of the law has been confided, to my hands, 
I have endeavored to perform my duty promptly and faithfully. Two 
cases of conflict between the Executive and Judicial departments of 
the State government have occurred since the adjournment of the last 
General Assembly, which from their novelty as well as importance, 
claim your attention. In regulating the intercourse between the States 
and for the purpose of establishing some uniform rules by which the 
States should be governed in demanding fugitives, Congress has 
passed a law prescribing the terms and conditions on which they may 
be demanded and delivered. This law provides that in case any in- 
dividual charged with the perpetration of offences against the law, shall 
flee from the State in which the offence was committed, the Executive 
of such State may issue his requisition on the Governor of the State to 
which such individual may have fled, asking the apprehension of such 
person or persons. This law further provides that a copy of the Bill 
of Indictment or some other sufficient evidence of the guilt of the offen- 
der, shall accompany the requisition. The requirements of the law 
being complied with, the Executive to whom it is addressed has no 
diseretion, it is his duty to issue his warrant for the arrest and delivery 
of the person or persons thus demanded, to the agent appointed to 
receive them. The duty of the Executive in such cases is plain and 
imperious; he has no right to adjudicate the case—all action in such 
vases belonas exclusively to the Executive department of the State 
Goyernments—and if the Executive cannot properly exercise anyidis- 
felon rat competent for any other departincnt of government to in- 
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of that State, was presented to me for my action; the demand was in 
due form accompanied by a copy of the Bill of Indictment duly au- 
thenticated. I issued a warrant for the apprehension and delivery of 
this individual to the agent authorised to receive and convey him tothe 
proper authorities in Maryland, there to answer the charge preferred 
against him. Bostick was arrested, and when in the possession of the 
agent appointed by the Governor of Maryland to receive him, he was 
taken before the Hon. Ephraim King under a writ of Habeas Corpus, 
and by him ordered to be liberated. On what ground this most extraor- 
dinary proceeding was had I know not; if on the ground of defect in the 
warrant, then the law itself is defective, for it prescribes no form of 
warrant; if on the ground of informality in the demand, he could have 
known nothing about that, as it was in the office of the Secretary of 
State; if on the merits of the case, I know no law authorising the judi- 
clary of this State to determine the guilt or innocence of an individual, 
charged with the perpetration of an offence in another State. 

A case of the same character has occurred in the Eastern division 
of the State, under the action of the Hon. Robt. M. Anderson. 

The Governor of North Carolina forwarded to me a demand for the 
delivery of W. S. Bailes, A. C. Collins, John S. Black and N. T. 
Brown, charged with a violation of the laws of that State, accompa- 
nied bya copy of the Bill of Indictment, as found against them by 
the Grand Jury of the county of Yancy. On this requisition a war- 
rant was issued and directed to the Sheriff of Washington county, 
where the individuals resided. ~ The Sheriff proceeded to execute the 
warrant, and succeded in arresting A. C. Collins, who was delivered 
to the agent appointed by the Governor of North Carolina to receive 
and convey himto that State. Application was made by Collins to 
the Hon. 8. J. Luckey for the issuance of' a writ ot Habeas Corpus, 
which was gianted, and the defendant brought before the Hon. Robert 
M. Anderson, by whom he was e The first authentic in- 
formation T had of the result of this proceeding, was the presentation 
of anothér demand from the Executive of North Carolina, accompani- 
ed by a copy of the decision of Judge Anderson, and a firm and res- 
pectiul remonstrance of the Governor against the injustice done to the 
State over which he presided.

session of all the facts necessary to enable you to provide a suitable 
remedy, all the papers connected with these cases are herewith trans- 
mitted. . 

As directed by a resolution of the last General Assembly, I em- 
ployed Francis B. Fogg, Esq., to aid the Attorney General of the State 
in prosecuting suit against the Merchant’s Insurance and Trust Com- 
pany fora forfeiture of its charter. I have received a communication 
from Mr. Fogg and the Attorney General, herewith transmitted, from 
which you will be able to judge what is necessary and proper to be 
done in this case. 

A vacancy having occurred in the Attorney Generalship of the 
third Judicial Circuit, by the death of Samuel Frazier Esq. I proceed- 
ed to supply it by the appointment of Bynum Jarnagin Esq., whose 
commission will expire with the close of the present Legislature; itis 
therefore necessary that you elect an Attorney General for that dis- 
trict. It willalso be your duty to elect a Senator to Congress to supply 
the place of the Hon. E. H. Foster, whose term of service expired on 
the fourth of March last. It isto be hoped that this duty will be per- 
formed promptly, according to the requirements of the Constitution 
and Laws of the State, I had the honor to receive a communication 
from the Hon. Wm. L. Marcy, Secretary of War, bearing date Au- 
gust 2Sth, informing me of authority given to Genl. Taylor command- 
ing the forces of the United States now in Texas, to call on the Ex- 
ecutive of this State for Volunteers, when he in his judgment might 
deem it necessary to enable him to resist any aggression that might be 
attempted on the part of Mexico. In reply to this communication, | 
assured the Secretary of War that any requisition for forces that Genl. 
Taylor might make on the Executive of Tennessee, would be prompt- 
ly and cheerfully met. Whatever differences of opinion we may en- 
tertain as to the policy that threatens to produce this collision with Mex- 
ico, I apprehend there is but one opinion in Tennessee as to the pro- 
priety of sustaining the Government in, this or any other difficulty 
that may threaten it. The question of Annexation is no longer open 
the deed has been done, and its wisdom or folly should be referred 
to the arbitrament of time. Patriotism demands that we vindicate 
the honor of the country whenever its soil shall be polluted by the 
tread of a hostile foe. 

Ihave been recently informed by Mr. O’Brian of New York, that 
he was the owner of two. of the Bonds of the State which were de- 
stroyed by the late fire that occurred in that city. If on examination 
of the testimony that has been forwarded, you shall be satisfied the 
Bonds have been destroyed, justice requires that you direct other's to 
be issued in their stead. 

Various communications from the Executives of other States, ac- 
companied by Resolutions of their respective Legislatures, have been 
received with a request that they be submitted to the Legislature of 
this State. You will give to them the attention that the high sources 
from which they emanate, entitle them.

fore, for the purpose of preserving the public liberty and of securing 
the enjoyment of individual happiness and comfort to the people: 

Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, that 
it is considered and deemed by them essential to the happiness and 
prosperity of the people of this Union that an act of the national Con- 
gress should be passed’ providing for the still further reduction of the 
price of the public land, and for extending, enlarging and securing per- 
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manently the preemption and preference rights to the enterprising men 
who emigrate to and settle on the public lands. 

Which under the rule of the House was ordered to lie upon the table. 

Mr. Fisher, of Fayette, introduced the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it be the duty of the Committee on the Penitentiary 
to examine the condition of the arsenal and public arms, and reporton 
the same. 

Which was adopted.

1842,

Resolved, That so much of the Governor’s message as relates to Ed- 
ucation, be referred to the Committee on Education and Common 
Schools; 

So much as relates io Banks to the Committee on Banks; 

That which relates to Internal Improvements, be referred to that 
Committee; 

That which refers to the Penitentiary, be referred to the Committee 
on the Penitentiary; 

That which relates to the Lunatic Asylum be referred to that Com- 
mittee; 

That part which relates to the boundary of the State be referred to 
the Committee on Federal Relations; 

That part which relates to the call af the Secretary of War for vol- 
unteers and to the public arms, be referred to the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs; 

That so muchas relates to the election of a Senator to the Congress 
of the United States, be reterred io the Committee on Federal Relations; 

That so much as relates to the execution of felons, to the arrest of 
fugitives, to the prosecution of suits by the State, and to the digest of 
the statutes, be referred to the Committee on the Judiciary. 

Which resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Guild submitted the following preamble and resolutions: 

PREAMBLE— Whereas, it is always the right and sometimes the du- 
ty of the sovereign: States which compose this Confederacy, through 
their representatives in the several Legislatures, to express their opin- 
ion upon the principles avowed and the measures proposed or adopted 
by the Congress of the United States and the Executive thereof, and 
make such suggestions in relation to the affairs of our common coun- 
try as to them may seem expedient; and whereas, a majority of the 
people of ‘Tennessee have recently, as we believe, after full discussion 
and investigation, deliberately declared their opinion and will in rela- 
tion to certain measures of national policy, and we deem it expedient 
to make that opinion and will known to the Congress of the United 
States, as well as the people of our sister States: therefore, 

1st. Resolved, That the constitution of the United States was inten- 
ded to define and does clearly define the duties and powers of the gen- 
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eral government; that should Congress or the Executive neglect either 
of those well defined duties they are to that extent faithless to the 
trust confided in them; and that to go beyond their powers by forced 
construction of the instrument which is alike the guide of the repre- 
sentative and the guard of the constituent, on any pretext, is an usur- 
pation of power dangerous to the union of the States and the -liberties 
of the people. | 

2d. Resolved, That the federal government has no power under the 
constitution to charter a National Bank, nor to carry on a general sys- 
tem of national improvements, nor to assume the debts of the several 
States directly or indirectly, or interfere with the domestic institutions 
of the several States, nor to foster the business of one class of citizens 
at the expense of the business of other classes. ` 

3d. Resolved, That denying as we do the constitutional power of 
Congress to charter a National Bank, we object also to the establish- 
ment of such an institution as a matter of expediency, believing that 
it would be corrupting and dangerous to the liberties of the country, 
that it would place the property of the nation under the control of ir- 
responsible power, periodically obstructing the channels of trade, and 
convulse the business of the country; that it would, as it has done, 
expand and contract the circulating medium to promote private spec- 
ulation at the expense of honest industry, and eminently foster a spirit 
at variance with republican simplicity and integrity, and uniformly, by 
the corruption of the press and public men, when the expiration of its 
charter e A receive a great renewal of all its privileges and 
powers, or if Congress or the President have the courage to oppose it, 
no matter on what high grounds of public policy or safety, it will at- 
tempt to beard them to its will, through the distress and alarm it is al- 
ways in the power of such an institution to bring upon the country. 

4th. Resolved, That we not only deny the right of Congress to take 
the fruits of one man’s labor and give them to another, for the purpose 
of making the business of the one man profitable at the expense of an- 
other, but we earnestly protest against the enactment of such laws as 
an unjust and unwarrantable interference with private rights, and we 
hold that all prohibitory and high duties, laid with the view of making 
profitable the business of the home manufacturer, by increasing the 
price of merchandize, are in the highest degree unjust and oppressive 
to the agricultural interest, both by curtailing the markets abroad and 
augmenting the cost of what they have to buy at home. 

5th. IResolved, That the only legitimate object of taxation is revenue, 
and that the Congress of the United States ought to raise, by duties on 
imports, only so much as may be sufficient with the proceeds of the 
public lands, to defray the expenses of government, economically ad- 
ministered and pay the public debt. 

6th. Resolved, That the Tariff of 1842, in many ofits provisions is 
a palpable violation of the principles laid down in the foregoing reso- 
lutions, and ought to be modified and reduced. 

7th. Resolved, That the employment of banking institutions as 
places of deposite for the public money, and as agents for their trans- 
feris injurious to the country, and dangerous to its revenues; unneces~ 
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sary for the convenience of the one as itis fatal to the securty of the 
other. That the revenues of the nation liable to be called for at 
any moment, and to meet the exigencies of peace or war, can never be 
invested in the business of loans and discounts with advantage to the 
commerce of the country, or with safety to their revenues. ‘That taxes 
paid Ly the people for the support of their government, ought not to be 
emploved as banking capital or placed under the control of private 
speculators, and that the interest of the country, and the security of 
the public monies, alike demand the total separation of the govern- 
ment from all banks. 

Sth. Resolved, That we hail the re-annexation of Texas to the 
United States, not only as an event of the highest importance to this 
confederacy of free States, but as forming an interesting epoch in 
the history of this continent, and of the world; as strengthening the 
bonds of our Union, and extending the dominions of peace and pros- 
perity over another large portion of inan’s heritage; as illustrating the 
only principle of conquest, which should ever actuate our government 
or people; a conquest achieved not by an armed soldiery through car- 
nage and human misery, where weeping widows and starving orphans 
shriek as the emblemsot a new dominion move over their ravaged fields 
and upon their battered battlements. But by the blessings and protec- 
tion, the peace and the prosperity which follow our eagle in its flight, 
and dwell around our Star Spangled Banner, inducing man in his 
strength, woman in her beauty, and childhood in its innocence to hail 
them with delight as they advance from mountain to mountain, from 
river to river, and from ocean to ocean. 


9th. Resolved, That the present administration merits the thanks of | 


the American people for the promptitude and energy with which they 
have advanced the symbols of our sovereignty to the Rio Grande, 
thereby anticipating the wily policy of Mexico under European ad- 


visors; and there shall our banner wave and our eagle spread his wings | 
in spite of the threats of Mexico, the intrigues of Great Britain and | 


France, and the workings of domestic traitors. 


10th. Resolved, That our title to the Oregon is clear and unques: | 


tionable. That while we deprecate war with Great Britain we will 
sooner encounter it than agree to surrender to her grasping ambition 
our foot of our rightful possession, and that we will support the Gener- 


al Government in all necessary measures to maintain our rights on the | 
Pacific, peaceably if we can forcibly if we must. , 
Lith. Resolved, That we deem the interposition of Great Britain: 
and France to prevent the re-annexation of Texas to the United States, 
as impertinent and insulting inthe highest degree, the more so as those | 
two nations are now ranging the globe with their fleets and armies: 
and in concert and separately, conquering and annexing to their Ter- 
ritories—not by peaceful means and with the consent of the people Like | 
the United States—Island, Provinces and Kingdoms. But they areir 
terfering in the quarrels of the South American governments, avowing 
their intention to balance the power of this continent, and becoming 


through their own Lynch Law—the lawless regulators of the nations 
of the earth. 
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12th. Resolved, That while we would have our government avoid 
entangling alliances, and never go to war except in defence of our own 
national rights and honor, we do not hesitate to avow our own read- 
iness and desire, whenever Great Britain and France jointly or sever- 
ally, shall by their skillin balancing power on this continent by an 
armed interference between the United States and their enemies, 
that our Government shall fling defiance in their faces, whether sin- 
gle or united, and we pledge all the strength and means which heaven 
has given us to an effort to convince them that whatever other nations 
around this great globe they may bully, brow-beat, plunder and con- 
quer, they shall not with impunity interpose for the purpose of pre- 
venting the growth or balancing the power of these United States, bv 
reducing them to a level with our neighbors.

Iesolved, That our said Senators be further instructed and 
our Representatives requested, to vote for the extension of the laws 
and jurisdiction of the United States over our citizens in the Oregon 
Territory, and as requested‘by the treaty of 1827, to vote for giving 
twelve months notice by our government to that of Great Britain, for 
the termination of the joint occupancy of said territory, by the citizens 
of the two governments. . 

Sixth. Resolved, That should any proposition be made in Congress 
by bill or otherwise, to assume the debts of the States, our said Sena- 
tors are hereby instructed, and our Representatives requested to vote 
against ıt. 

Mr. Wilkes introduced the following preamble and resolution: 

Wuereas: Experiments in Tennessee, the most satisfactory and 
conclusive have proven, that hemp can be produced and water-rotted 
and prepared for the wants and useof the-navy and marine service of 
the country, equalin quality to any in the world: And whereas, it iz 
manifestly the interest as well as the duty of our government to foster 
and encourage the growth and production of this staple of Tennessee, 
as an important element of national defence and commercial prosperity, 
and as essential to our safety and independence inthe time of war of 
all foreign countries. 5 

Be it therefore resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That the importance and value of this article to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and -the combination in Tennessee of 
all the elements of soil, climate and streams of water well adopted to 
its growth and preparation, unite to make it the interest of the Gen- 
eral Government, to encourage its production in Tennessee, and asa 
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means of effecting that object, we invite and request the President of 
the United States to cause the proper steps to be taken to furnish an 
agent for the inspection and purchase of American water-rotted hemp 
in Tennessee. 

Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor of the State of Ten- 
nessee, the Hon. Aaron V. Brown, transmit to his Excellency, James 
K. Polk, President of the United States of America, the copy of the 
above preamble and resolution, &c. 

Which preamble and resolution, under the 59th rule of the House, 
was ordered to lie one day upon the table. 

Mr. Williams of Carter introduced the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Banks be directed to take into con- 
sideration the subject of the Branch Bank of Tennessee at Athens, 
and enquire into the late losses sustained by that Branch, and report 
the results of that investigation to the House; and that they have lib- 
erty to send for persons and papers.

Dear Sir—In compliance with the expressed will of a large majority 
of my political friends in the Legislature, I consented that you might 
present my name before that body, as a candidate for U. 8. Senator. 
You are well aware, that I never would have arcepted that station ex- 
cept with the sanction of the body of the Democratic members. In 
the repeated trials which have been made to elect a Senator, I have 
been gratified to see that so large a majority of my party have deemed 
me worthy to fill so exalted a station. This manifestation of confi- 
dence, brings me under a debt of gratitude which I shall never be 
able to dischage, but which will command my increased exertions in 
sustaining those political principles which I have always advocated. I 
am contented with the honor which the generous and persevering sup- 
port I have received has conferred upon me. You know what ever 
may be the opinions of others, that there has never been a moment 
since my name has been connected with the office of Senator, when I 


would not have cheerfully resigned all pretensions to it, to any other ` 


person designated by our party. I have yielded the use of my name, 


therefore, in obedience to the wishes of my friends, and Ihave stood - 


aloof from any control over it, as long as my duty requires me to ac- 
quiesce. Inbringing my mind to the conclusion which Iam about ta 
announce to you, I must take this occasion to set myself right on one 
point. Those who have been most'active and energetic in opposition 
to my election, have taken much pains to array party prejudices against 
me, by the allegation that I was the candidate in whose favor the 
wishes and the influences of the President of the United States have 
been exerted.- As far as I know or believe, there is not the slightest 
foundation for the allegation. Those who flatter themselves that in 
defeating me, they would inflict pain or mortification upon the Presi- 
dent, have been greatly misled. I have'devoted my time and energies 
in defence of the doctrines of the administration, because they were 
my own doctrines. 
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[ have opposed the doctrines of the whig party with industry and 
zeal, because I believe them erroneous, but towards the whigs person- 
ally whilst my course has been decided it has been respectful. I de- 
sire them however to be fully apprised that on the point to which I 
have referred, they have labored under a total misapprehension. 

No consideration could induce me to take a seat in the Senate mere- 
ly to echo the will of the President; and the bare suspicion that such 
would be my position, (however unfounded it is,) makes me the more 
ready to request that you will withdraw my name as a candidate from 
before the General Assembly. In taking this course, allow me to ex- 
press my sincere gratitude for the generous support which has been 
given tome by my democratic friends.

The Committee on Claims, to which was referred the petition of 
the heirs of Thomas Maxwell, have had the same under consideration, 
and afer giving it that consideration which,the subject demands from 
the representatives of the people, from the fact that this claim has been 
before the Legislature of Tennessee at every session for nearly twenty 


vears, and the facts important to the true understanding of the subject, . 


the committee respectfully report: 
That the petitioners found the justice of their claim under the 31st 
section of the declaration of rights prefixed to the old Constitution of 
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Tennessee, (see 1st vol. Scott’s revisal, 538,) which gives to the people 
residing south of French Broad and Holston, and between. Tennessee 
and Big Pigeon tivers a pre-emption. ‘The Constitution of ‘Tennessee 
‘was ‘adopted on the 6th day of February, 1796; hence, to constitute a 
pre-emption there must have been a settlement or occupancy at that 
time, (see 31st sec. declaration of rights above referred to,) thé act of 
Congress of the 18th of April, 1806, (see Scott’s revisal, 538;). the 
second condition in that act secures the pre-emption rights created by 
the 31st sec. of the declaration of rights aboye referred to by the act 
of assembly of Tennessee of Sept. 6th, 1806, (see Scott’s revisal, 915, 
ch. 2, sec. 2,) is provided for the issuance on grants upon the above 
pre-emption claims at one dollar per acre; section 3d of same act points 
out the modeof payment; section 8thof same act makes it the duty of the 


surveyor to survey those pre-emptions by the treaty made by the Uni-. 


ted States with the Cherokees of the 8th July 1817, under the 6th sec- 
tion. The United States agrees to pay for all improvements or pre- 
emptions protected under the constitution and laws of Tennessee of 
the above class, which adds to the value of lands; by the treaty made 
with the same tribe in 1819, in which the claim is situated, (see 1 Hay- 
wood and Cobbs, page 215,) it is provided in the 2d section that all 
claims shall be paid for by the United States in the same way asis pro- 
vided for in the treaty of 1817; the 6th section of the treaty of 1817, 
(see Haywood and Cobbs, 213,) provides that the value of those im- 
provements shall be ascertained by a commissioner to be appointed by 
the United States. The Unica road was chartered by the chiefs of 
the Cherokee tribe to Nicholas Byers and others on the 8th of March, 
1813, for the term of twenty years; the privilege of building the mill 
to the proprietors of the road was granted by the said chiefs on the 6th 
January, 1817, as appears by reference to Cobb and Haywood, 218. 
The charter for the road expired 8th March, 1833, and consequently 
the right tothe mill. The grant to the Unica turnpike company was 
recognized by our legislature in 1819, chap. 59, sec. 18, (see 1 volume 
Scott’s revisal, 515.) The investigation of the committee leads to the 
conclusion that the petitioners are not entitled to relief from the Legis- 
lature for the following reasons: m 


First. The pre-emptionist had ample time to have had his occu- | 


pancy surveyed, and to have obtained his grant under the act of 1806, 
and prior to the treaty of 1817. an 
Secondly. Because he did not avail himself of the provisions of the 
treaty of 1817, extended by the treaty of 1819; and, . 
Lastly. Because he does not prove a chain of titles from James 
Craig the original settler. Craig, says he made the settlement at the 


mouth of four mile creek, and that'he sold it, but does not say to 


whom. It is said William Gray once owned the claim and that he | 


assigned it. By referencé to the assignment it will be seen he did not 
signit ‘The committee, therefore, cannot come to any other conclu- 
sion than that the prayer of the petitioner ought to be rejected and re- 
commend me to report accordingly. OO

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AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The House met pursuant to adjournment, 

When a message was received from the Senate by the clerk of that 
body, informing the House of Representatives that the Senate had 
adopted a resolution proposing the appointment of on the 
part of the Senate, and of the part of the House of Repre- 
sentatives as delegates to the south-western convention at Memphis. 

Which resolution is transmitted to the House of Representatives and 
their concurrence asked. 

The committee on the part of the Senate are: 

Messrs. Torbitt, Lenoir, Cullom, Fletcher and Harris appointed as 
delegates to said convention. 

A message was then received from his Excellency the Hon. Aaron 
V. Brown in writing, by the hands of the Secretary of State, 

Which was read to the House as follows: 


Gentlemen of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives: 
In the 1] th section of the 8rd article of the Constitution, it is made 
the duty of the Executive, from time to time, “to give to the Gene- 
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ral Assembly information of the state of the covernment and recom- 
mend to their consideration ‘such measures as he shall judge expedi- 
ent,” The performance of this duty by my predecessor at the com- 
mencement of your present session, seems not, in the-former practice 
of the State, to supersede the necessity of a similar communication 
from me. Whilst it was the evident policy of those who engrafted 
this provision into the Constitution, to establish the utmost freedom 
in the interchangs of opinion, it wisely left the Legislature at full liber- 
ty finally to adopt or reject the recommendations of the Executive. 

This fact greatly diminishes the responsibility of the present com- 
munication, made at a period so early in my administration, as to fur- 
nish ample apology for any crrors which it may be found to contain. 
It has been often found in the history of all popular governments, that 
every party succeeding to power is too anxious to signalize its tri- 
umph by some bold and novel policy calculated to attract attention, 
but not always to advance the permanent interést and welfare of the 
people. Human government, whether of families or communities, 
should, however, in my opinion, be in few things more distinguished 
than in its uniformity and stability. Itis not within the competen- 
cy of*government to effect such great and sudden, and at the same 
time salutary improvements in the condition of the people, as many 
vainly imagine. These are the products of time and experience, aid- 
ed by all the lights which the history of our race can shed upon the 
science of jurisprudence. Guided by these lights in the legislation 
of our own beloved commonwealth, I would especially recommend to 
you to pass no laws in the rash spirit of adventure, and to overturn no 
settled policy of the State but on full and mature conviction of its 
propriety. ` 

One of the subjects of settled policy in the State, I consider to be, 
the almost entire abolition of the punishment of death. Itis one 
which I have long advocated under the most solemn convictions of its 
propriety, and should witness, with infinite pain, any attempt to re- 
cede from the enlightened humanity of the age. The gradual ameli- 
oration of the criminal code of Tennessee, effected as it has been, 
through slow degrees for many years, has added another proof to those 
drawn from other countries in favor of the abolition of capital punish- 
ments. Instead of weakening it has evidently increased the actual 
strength of the Government, by drawing around it the rational appro- 
bation of societv, and by the explosion of those ancient barbarities, 
which are now justly regarded with the deepest abhorrence. Nor 
has this relaxation tended in the slightest degree to the increase of 
crimes. The long continued confinements of the prison hotse and 
degradation of becoming the humble vassals of the turnkey, that 
nightly locks them in their solitary cell, has done more in deterring 
from the commission of crimes than the fear of death, which men al- 
ways behold in distant obscurity. In all cases authorized by law and 
justified by their circumstances, shall, with the greatest pleasure, com- 
mute the punishment from death to imprisonment for life in the pen- 
itentiary. Closely connected with this subject is the condition and 
manazement of our State prison. Of these, it is probable you are 
already informed by the report of those having charge of the institu- 
tion, if not by the personal inspection of one of your committees. I 
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have heard much complaint of the unusual mortality ofits unfortu- 
nate inmates, within the last year ortwo. If this be owing to its lo- 
cation or the too crowded condition of the convicts, I know well, 
with what readiness you will apply any corrective in your power.— 
The idea is a most revolting one, of holding our State prisoners in 
confinement under circumstances fatal to their lives. Even as to 
those whose punishment is inflicted for the highest offences, it would 
be but the mockery of humanity to have saved them from the speedy 
execution of the halter, only to subject them to the more tedious but 
fata] visitation of the fever. If the remedy for this unusual mortali- 
ty is to be sought for in the enlargement of the present buildings, so 
as to obviate the effects of a too crowded population, I respectfully 
submit, whether it would not be better to lay the foundation for the 
establishment of a new institution of the kind in the Eastern portion 
of the State. When that was done, the two prisons could occasion- 
ally relieve each other of any superabundance, keeping each with on- 
ly such a number as would be entirely consistent with the preserva- 
tion of health, and the prefitable employment of their labor. Such 
an institution, suitably located in Hast Tennessee, it is believed, could 
furnish employment for its convicts in iron, marble, &c., which would 
not bring its products so much in competition with the ordinary me- 
chanical labor of the country as the present one is understood to do. 
It is confidently asserted by many, that a small appropriation tor the 
building of the walls and erecting some of the cells, for immediate use, 
would be all that is necessary. After that, by a transfer of a reason- 
able portion of the present convicts to that point, with the aid of 
newly arriving accessions to their number, the whole internal struc- 
ture of the establishment could be completed without much further 
expense on the part of the State. All these suggestions, will, howev- 
er, have to be postponed to the now almost universally received opin- 
jon thai the labor of all the convicts, and the available means of the 
present institution, will have to be applied for some years to come to 
the erection of the State Capitol. To the valuable report lately made 
to the commissioners appointed to superintend the erection of 
that building, by the Secretary of State, | beg leave to refer you, for 
much useful information, which it would have been difficult otherwise 
to have procured. 

The erection of the State Capitol, I am happy to learn, is in fine 
progress, under the superintendence of an accomplished architect, 
whose correct taste and sound judgment was singularly displayed in 
the plan which he furnished. It is on a large and commodious scale, 
well worthy, not only ofthe present, but the future population of a 
great and noble State like Tennessee. Whether it was not on a scale 
too magnificent for the present resources of the State, is now, perhaps, 
too late to enquire. It has been adopted by the board of commis- 
sioners appointed at the last session, approved of by my predecessor, 
and is now in the course of due execution. Beside theaid which can 
be derived from the labor and means of the Penitentiary, I recom- 
mend such additional appropriations, for the purchase of material, 
&c.,as will keep the work in reasonable progress, without, however. 
producing any serious embarrassment to the Treasury. It is certain- 
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ly better to take more .time for its completion, than to involve the 
State in taxation by a too liberal application of its funds. 

I most earnestly recommend to your favorable regard the Lunatic 
Asylum and the institutions established by law for the benefit of the 
blind, the deafand the dumb. All these were established for the most 
benevolent and charitable purposes, and appeal directly to the noblest 
sympathies of the heart for their advancement and promotion. Man, 
endowed with reason, stands forth the proudest and noblest work 
of God’s creation; but deprived of that faculty, he sinks down into ut- 
ter helplessness, the pitiable object of commiseration and charity. To 
provide for the recovery of many and the safety and comfort of all 
who are so fatally aid deeply afflicted, becomes the first duty of 
every christian community. Nearly in the same condition are all 
those, who, though possessing this noblest faculty of our species, are 
yet deprived of some of those great avenues of instruction which so 
essentially contribute to adorn and perfect it. I have several times 
lately enjoyed the pleasure of being present at the exercises of ohe of 
these institutions, (for the blind,) when I found myself unable to decide 
whether most to admire the wonderful proficiency of the pupils, the 
skill and perseverance of the preceptor, or the zeal and enlightened 
liberality of many distinguished persons of both sexes in advancing 
the best interests of the establishment. i 

On a recent occasion I seized on the opportunity to advert to the 
now almost universal sentiment in the State in favor of the establish- 


ment ofan enlightened and Jiberal system of public instruction. Not - 


such an one as will pander to the light and dazzling literature of the 
age, but such as will impart usefulness and solid value to our industri- 
ous and hardy people. There can be no necessity for here remarking 


on the value and importance of such a system if it can be established. - 


Wehave one already too partial in its operation, and too deficientin its 
organization, because too contracted in its means to accomplish the 
above objects. How shall these means be enlarged so as to meet 
the sanguine expectations and desires of the public mind? The Exec- 
utive communication of the present session informs us that “there 
are more than two hundred and fifty thousand children in the State 
between the ages of six, and twenty-one years, whilst there are only 
one hundred thousand dollars to be appropriated to common schools.” 
This gives us only forty cents per annum for the education of each 
child of the State within those ages. If youstrike off fifty thousand 
of this number, for those who would not take its benefits, even if the 
system were established, it would then leave you only fifty cents per 
head, per annum. The suggestion has often been made that to supply 
this palpable deficiency of funds, the distribution of the proceeds of 
the sales of the puplic lands of the United States should take place.— 


Estimating these proceeds at two millions per annum, and that Ten- ~ 


nessee would be entitled to one twentieth part of the same, one-half 
of which could, under the constitution, be appropriated to education, 
it would only give us fifty thousand dollars per annum, or twenty- 
five cents to each child to be educated: making in all, with both 
funds combined, the sum of seventy-five cents for each one per annum. 
Now it must be evident ‘that this sum is totally insufficient for the 
purpose of establishing a general and comprehensive common school 
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system in the State, and I am free to acknowledge that I know of 
no means of materially increasing it at the present time, but by taxa- 
tion on the people. Public sentiment, I believe, has never yet been 
pronounced on this aspect of the case. All the popular demonstra- 
tions in favor of common schools have been made on the supposition 
that thefunds requisite for their establishment were to be derived from 
some other source and not by taxation on themselves. Under this de- 
cided conviction 1 cannot recommend the increase of our present fund 
by a further resort to taxation, but must leave the subject, with 
such additional remarks upon it, as you will find in another part of 
this message. The plans and suggestions there made, if they postpon- 
ed the further enlargement of our present system at this time, may 
(although at a period more distant than could be desired,) ultimately 
furnish a fund adequate in a good degree to the wants of the country. 

In relation to our system of Internal Improvements, I do not know 
that it is necessary for me to trouble you with many observations.— 
The able report of the chairman of the committee appointed to set- 
tle with the different turnpike companies is already before you, and 
contains much which should attract your attention, and to commend 
the zeal, industry and ability of that committee. Beneficial as the 
present improvements have been, there are others which claim an 
equal if not a greater degree of public favor and patronage. To say 
nothing of the improvement of the navigation of several of our rivers, 
by means of what are generally termed locks and dams, the exten- 
sion of the South Carolina and Georgia railroad from Chattanooga to 
Nashville is every day attracting more and more of public attention. 
However important I consider the latter project, I can by no means 
recommend the issue of any further State bonds or securities for its 
execution. ‘To the granting of liberaland wisely guarded charters to 
individual companies, I think there can be no good objection. It is 
highly probable that the stocks would be taken by individuals, and 
thereby several of our most important streams would be greatly bene- 
fitted, and the road under consideration be extended to Nashville, 
passing through a considerable portion of the State, and bringing 
with it almost incalculable advantages tothe country. A connection 
between the South and the West can no where be more easily and 
beneficially effected. The project of connecting them by a road 
passing through the northern portions of Alabama and Mississippi by 
no means supercedes the propriety of the proposed road from Chat- 
tanooga, or near there, to Nashville. [should regret much to witness, 
in the slightest degree, a spirit of rivalship between the two projects. 
Both are important in the highest degree, and both are fairly within 
the range and compass of execution, by individual capital and enter- 
prize. The distance between Charleston and Nashville is about 560 
miles. The greater part of the road is now completed, and it will be 
but a very short time before the cars will be regularly passing from 
Chattanooga to the first named city. From Chattanooga to Nashville 
i; about 130 miles, over a surface of country remarkably favorable to 
the making of such aroad. The practicability of its construction at 
a cost of about two millions of dollars, is now almost universally 
conceded. A very large portion of the labor of construction could 
be performed by farmers and other persons-on the route, who possess

no mechanical skill, thereby greatly diminishing the actual outlay of 
money inits completion. The increased value of property at the 
two termini of the-road in our State, and for many miles on either 
side of it, would be very considerable, whilst the increase of agricul- 
tural productions, suitable for southern consumption would be almost 
incalculable. 

The occasion will not allow of even the briefest enumeration of 
the advantages of the proposed road to the people of the Eastern and 
Middle portions of the State, nor of the considerations rendering it 
highly probable that it would be a profitable investment of capital to 
the stockholders. I must content myself, therefore, with an earnest 
recommendation that a most liberal and judicious charter he granted 
to individuals for its construction. 

In the discharge of the duties imposed upon me, the necessity o7 
recommending such measures as will secure the public credit and at 
the same time avoid the imposition of heavy burdens on the people, 
has pressed with peculiar force upon my mind. Iam gratified to know 
that in reference to the importance of making ample and certain pro- 
visions to meet all our liabilities as a State, there is but one sentiment 
amongst our constituents. They do not stop to enquire into the 
wisdom of the original measures out of which their indebtedness has 
grown, but knowing the existence of the obligation they expect their 
representatives to devise the most effectual and the least oppressive 
means in their power to maintain unimpaired the high credit which 
their State has ever enjoyed. With an anxious desire that their rea- 
sonable expectations on this subject may not be disappointed, I will 
proceed to lay before you the result of my delibérations. 

The entire indebtedness of the State may be stated at about three 
millions of dollars—the interest required annually to be paid upon it 
is about two hundred thousand dollars. To devise the ways and 
means of paying this debt as it shall fall due, and its interest as it 
accrues annually, presents the important problems which we are now 
called on to solve. Of this indebtedness, the bonds of the State to 
the amount of $500,000, issued to raise the means of paying for stock 


to that amount in the Union Bonk, constitute a part. As the State’ 


still owns this stock, considerably increased by the re-investment of 
our surplus profits therein, and as the Union Bank has heretofore paid 
punctually the interest on these bonds, I shall confine my attention to 
the remainder of the debt which is made up as follows: 


Bonds issued for capital of Bank of Tennessee, $1,000,000 
Internal Improvement Bonds at 54 per cent, '" 263,166 
Internal Improvement Bonds at 5 per cent, 1,579,500 

Total ` f $2,842,666 


The amount of indebtedness for which it is incumbent on the 
Legislature to make provision is $2,842,666, bearing an annual inter- 
est of $152,790. This debt will become due at different periods, cov- 


ering a space of thirty years, before the whole hecoines. payable, To. 


meet these liabilities as they shall respectively be payable, no ade- 
quate provision has as yet been made by law. In my judgment, a 
proper régard for the credit of the State requires at your hands 
Legislative action onthe subject. Itis ascertained that a Sinking Fund 
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of $35,000 annually applied can be so managed as to be amply suffi- 
cient to meet our whole indebtedness as it becomes dus. This esti- 
mate, however, is made upon the supposition that the Bank of Ten- 
nessee will continue to be relied on as the means of providing for the 
payment of the accruing interest on the debt. Jt becomes necessary 
therefore, that I should call your attention to the present condition and 
the probable future operations of this institution, together with such 
suggestions in reference to its re-organization as will make it more 
available. 

By reference to the late Report of ihe President and Directors of 
the Bank of Tennessee, the capital of the institution is found to be 
$3,200,595. It is made up as follows: 


State Bonds for Bank Capital, $1,000,000 
School Fund, 847,389 
Surplus Revenue, 1,353,209 

Total, $3,200,598 


From the same report it is ascertained that during the last two 
years the nett profits of the Bank have been annually $168,305. By 
the laws now in force, the Bank is required to distribute annually to 
Common Schools and Academies $118,000—this amount added to 
the interest on the Internal Improvement bonds and the bonds issued 
to raise capital for the Bank, making, as before stated, $152,790, con- 
stitutes the burdens imposed on the institution. By the existing laws 
the Bank is expected and required to pay out of her annual profits 
the sum of $270,790, when it is now demonstrated that her annval 
profits amount to only $163,305. I trust that this important fact will 
not fail to impress itself forcibly on the minds of the members of the 
General Assembly. The necessity for prompt and efficient action to 
avoid the consequences threatened by this state of things cannot be 
overlooked or disregarded by the patriotic representatives of the peo- 

le. 

In looking for the causes which have led to this state of things, the 
fact cannot escape observation, that whilst the Bank has made within 
the last two years, less than six per cent. nett profits on its capital, the 
amount required to be distributed to Common Schoolsand Acade- 
mies is about fourteen per cent. on the amount of the School Fund in 
the Bank, The Bank has the use of $847,389 belonging to the 
School Fund, and by its use makes a clear profit of about $50,000— 
yet by law she is compelled annually to distribute for purposes of ed- 
ucation $118,000. Ifthe law were so amended as to require the 
institution to distribute annually the amount of profits actually made 
by the use of the School Fund, the annual deficit of the Bank hereaf- 
ter would be about $34,000 insteadof about $100,000 under existing 
laws. 

I am aware that there is a strong aversion in the minds of some to 
any interference with the distribution now provided for purposes of 
education. This aversion isfelt more sensibly by none than by my- 
self, and if Isaw any possible escape from it without a resort to a 
heavy increase of the public taxes, I should allow my feelings to con- 
trol and dissuade me from the recommendation. But it has become 
a question no longer debatable that we cannot continue to make an an- 
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nual distribution of $118,000 to schools and academies upon any 
scheme of managing our financial affairs which has yet been suggest- 
ed. Ifit be determined that the Bank shall be put into liquidation by 
vesting the school fund in State bonds, the amount for annual distri- 
bution cannot then exceed $50,000. The question resolves itself in- 
to this: if the distribution to schools and academies is continued at the 
present sum the Bank must unavoidably become crippled, its capital 
consumed, the schoo] fund, itself in all probability, "be greatly dimin- 


ished,and the credit of the State entirely ruined. If the Bank is. 


wound up, the school fund will be vested in State bonds bearing 5 
per cent. interest, and will, therefore, only yield about $50,000 annu- 
ally. Butif the actual profits made by the Bank on the school fund 


are distributed, sa much of the burden will be lifted from that institu- - 


tion that the way will te open for its prosperous continuance. As 
reluctant as I am to make any recommendation which would seem-to 
conflict with the prospects of an extension of our common school 
system, I feel coerced under the weight of the consideration to which 
] have alluded, to invite to these suggestions your careful and favor- 
able consideration. l 

It will be observed that if the suggestions already made should 
meet your approbation, the profits of the Bank as at present organiz- 
ed, will fall short by the sum of $35,000 in meeting the liabilities im- 
posed upon it. It becomes important, then, to inquire whether the 
institution can be so re-organized as to increase its profits to an ex- 
tent to cover this deficiency. After mature reflection, Iam fully sat- 
isfied that an increase of profits amounting to $35,000 annually, or 
more, can be secured by such alterations in the number and locations 
of the branches, and such achange in its system of doing business as 
will enable its directors to conduct it upon legitimate banking princi- 
ples. When the Bank was created, our leading object was to afford 
relief to an embarrassed people by furnishing loans on accommodation 
paper. Thatobject was attained, and at present the great purpose 
in continuing the Bank is to make profits.to pay the interest on our 
debt and avoid a resort to burdensome taxation. “Reason and expe- 
rience combine to prove that the business of banking cannot be con- 
ducted safely or profitably upon the principle of dealing mainly in ac- 
commodation notes, renewable upon small calls. Ifthe question of 
creating the Bank were now to be settled, the popular voice would at 
once reject the proposition; but in the present attitude of the question 
I am constrained to express the opinion that the wisest course that 
can be devised would be to give to the directory of the principal 
Bank the power to take steps for the gradual discontinuance of all 
such branches as are found to be-unprofitable and to transfer their 
capital to some three or four points where commercial advantages 
hold out certain prospects of affording better profits. This recom- 
mendation, I am aware, may encounter strenuous opposition, but un- 
der the solemn obligations imposed upon me, and under the most 
thorough convictions as to the necessity of the course indicated, I ean- 
not withhold the expression of a strong hope that Ishall have your 
final co-operation in the suggestions. Ifthe course indicated shall be 
adopted by you, I have every reason to believe that the increased 
- profits of the Bank would enable it ina very short time to increase 
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the annual distribution to the cause of education and give assurance 
that the common school system could be permanently maintained. 

In the suggestions which [have already made, it has been my ob- 
ject to devise the means of securing the payment of the interest on 
our State debt without any resort to the Treasury. If upon investi- 
gation of the operation of the revenue laws, as they now stand, it shall 
be found that any considerable aid can be derived from that source, 
it will enable you to increase by so much the annual distribution to 
schools beyond the actual profits made on the school fund. If it shall 
be found that by a system of rigid but just economy in the public ex- 
penditures, and by the use of any surplus in the Treasury derivable 
trom taxes, you can not only distribute to schools the profits on the 
school fund, but also the profits on one half of the surplus revenue on 
deposite with the State, everything demanded at your hands by the 
strictest principles of justice and equity in behalf of education will 
have been achieved. But my convictions are so strong that I cannot 
refrain from again remarking that no resort to the Treasury for aid 
can weaken the force of the high considerations which demand a re- 
organization of the Bank according to the principles I have suggested. 

When you shall have made ample provision for the payment of the 
interest on the State debt, vour duties willbe but imperfectly dis- 
charged until you also provide a sinking fund for the liquidation of the 
debt itself. I have already remarked that a sinking fund of $35,000 
ean beso managed as to pay off our entire debt by the time it be- 
comesdue. lam gratified tolearn that through the valuable and ef- 
ficient labors of the commissioners appointed by the last Legislature 
to settle with the Internal Improvement Companies, the means have 
been made available, with a small annual appropriaticn from the 
Treasury, to elfect this most desirable object. If provision shall be 
made setting apart the dividends derivable from our road stocks, to- 
gether with anamounut from the treasury, making a permanent an- 
nual fund of $35,000, and it be made the duty of the President of the 
Bank or some other officer to vest the same annually in State Bonds, 
and if to this sum be added each year any surplus profits of the Bank, 
after paying its liabilities, it will be found that when our State debt 
falls due, it would have been liquidated and our bonds cancelled with- 
out any further resort to taxation. Our whole interest in internal 
improvement companies, amounting to over one million seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars, together with the surplus revenue on deposit, 
amounting to over $1,353,000, can be added to the school fund, mak- 
ing in all a school fund of nearly four millions of dollars. In view of 
a result so ardently desired by every patriotic citizen, I cannot too 
strongly urge upon your consideration the adoption of all necessary 


means for its etfectuation.

Andrew Jackson ter- 
minated on the 8th day of June, 1845, at the Hermitage. 

In the death of Andrew Jackson, we recognize the loss of the 
most illustrious and distinguished citizen of the State. 
In early youth the enthusiastic friend of liberty, he concentrated 
his devotion to the principles of the revolution by pouring out his 

blood in their defence. 

In the second war of independence, by his skill and courage, 
his profound sagacity and unparalelled energy; the fairest, richest 
and noblest portion of the republic was protected, preserved and 
secured. 

in peace all his councils were directed to the advancement of 
ihe welfare and prosperity of hiscountry. Whatever difference of 
opinion may exist as to the measures and policy of his civil ad- 
ministration while he was at the head of the National Government, 
the general voice of his countrymen proclaims that he was honest 
and patriotic; that in his policy as a public man, and in his con- 
duct as a private citizen, he sought to promote the honor and glory 
of his country; that he sought to perpetuate and spread the bles- 
sings of freedom to his fellow men in every quarter of the globe. 
That he was the inflexible advocate and defender of the great prin- 
ciples upon which human freedom is now based; the preservation 
of the union of these states. ‘That as the chief executive of the 
union, he elevated the national character and dignity in bis inter- 
course with foreign nations, claiming all that was right, and submit- 
ling to nothing that was wrong. That the age in which he lived 
was illustrated by the actions of his life; the memory of which will 
last as long as the history of this union of free States is preserved 
among men. That he was a patriot, a philanthropist, a benefactor 
to his country. That while in peace as in war, he was the master 
spirit of his times—he practiced the sacred precepts of the divine 
redeemer of man, and finally yielded up his soul in the confidence 
of immortality beyond the grave. l 

The high reputation which attaches to the name of Tennessee 
throughout the civilized world is identifed with the greatness and 
glory of this deceased patriot, sage and hero. 

In doing honor to the memory of Andrew Jackson, we elevate 
the character and standard of our own beloved country. 

Therefore, resolved by the General Assembly of Tennessee, 
that a monument in commemoration of the illustrious achievement 
of Gen’l Andrew Jackson, should be erected at the expense of the 
State, and that the same should be located at or near the city of 
Memphis on the banks of the Mississippi river. ; 

Resolved, that a marble statue of Gen’l Andrew Jackson should 
be executed by a distinguished American artist at the expense of 
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the State, and placed in the capitol whenever that building is fin- 
ished or prepared for its reception.

Whereas, Since the adjournment of the last session of the Gener- 
al Assembly of Tennessee, one of our great men General William 
Carroll has departed this life, he was born near Pittsburg, Peunsyl- 
vania, upon the third day of March, 1788, and died at his residence 
in the city of Nashville, upon the twenty-second df March, 1844. - 

It becomes a free people to appreciate the virtue, to express their 
gratitude for the services, and mourn the loss of their illustrious 
dead. Few men whohave resided among us have died more worthy 
of tribute. The name of William Carroll is deeply impressed upon 
the hearts of his countrymen, and it will go down to posterity, fa- 
vorably associated with that of our Green, Sumter, Morgan, Brown, 
Jones, Decatur, Washington and Jackson, a man who had devoted 
himselfin war and in peace, efficiently to the service of his country. 
Gov. Carroll whena youth emigrated to his adopted State, Tennes- 
see. And upon the first approach of danger to his country as ex- 
hibited in the war of 1812, the genius and patriotism of William 
Carroll alone brought him forth. From the ranks he arose to the 
command of our armies; from an obscure and unknown boy, he be- 
came a brilliant star. By his military powers he placed himself 
upon an eminence which has made himthe theme of honor’s tongue 
upon our various battlefields. He has stamped his name upon 
the enduring page of his country’s history, and embalmed his mem- 
ory inthe hearts of his countrymen. For the period of twelve 
years General Carroll was by the voice of his countrymen, elected 
to fill the first office of our State. Our journals and statute 
books, bear the impress of his genius and patriotism. His vari- 
ous administrations show him not less qualified as a statesman to 
advance the interest of the great body of the people than the victo- 
ries gained. Leading our armies to battle, and causing victory to 
perch upon our eagle, it is fit that the country should feel the loss 
of such a man. Mi 

Therefore resolved first, That this General Assembly deeply feel 
and lament the loss, that the State and the family of the deceased 
have sustained in the death of the soldier, patriot and statesman, 
Governor William Carroll. And we here tender our condolence to 
his surviving widow and children in this their great bereavement. 

Resolved second, As a further tribute of respect for the memory 
of Governor Carroll, we will wear the usual badge of mourning for 
the space of thirty days, cause a copy of the resolutions to be de- 
livered to Mrs. Carroll. . 

And adjourn until to-morrow morning 9 o’clock.

The committee on claims have had under consideration the me- 
morial of A. M. Lea, late chief Engineer of this State, and after 
examination have instructed me to report that A, M. Lea was ap- 
pointed. chief Engineer'of the State in January 1837, them in the. 
city of Baltimore; that in the lettér of appointment it was stipula- 
ted that he should receive.a salary of $2500 per-annum with camp 
equipage and other necessary expenses—but that he would .be re- 
quired to furnish his own mathematical instruments. The appoint- . 
ment was accepted upon these terms. Mr. Lea then-advised, the 
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board of internal improvements that his instruments were at Rock 
Island, and suggested the propriety of buying new ones at Balti- 
more; for this purpose he was advised by the board of internal im- 
provements that if he should make a purchase of instruments, a 
sum sufficient to reimburse him should be advanced on his arrival 
in Nashville, at which date his official services with the State would 
commence accordingly. On or about the 15th day of March, 1837, 
he received an advance of $2,000 through the Union Bank. Mr. 
Lea purchased a set of instruments in Baltimore and executed his 
note due at sixty days to the amount of $375 50; he accordingly on . 
receiving the above advance purchased a draftof C. C. Norvell for 

five nundred dollars on some Eastern Broker, and directed the 

proceeds to be applied in part of the payment of the note given for 

the instruments, and the balance to other private liabilities. The 

draft when presented: was protested and by reason of theinsolvency 

of the drawer was lost. It appears further that during the time the 

memorialist was employed by the State, from the 15th of March, 

1837, to 15th January, 1838, he drew by requisition from the’ 
Treasury the sum of $9,497 58, to further the object of his appoint- 

ment, and that when his final account was audited at the Treasury; 

he refunded the sum ef $663 66, not claiming at that time, to hold 

the State liable for the amount lost by said negotiation. And it fur- 

ther appears, that a large portion, if not all the instruments so pur- 

chased, were placed by the memorialist in the hands of a merchan- 

tile house in this city for sale, which were sold and duly accounted 

for to him, and the further fact that two hundred dollars of said 

draft protested, has since been paid to the memorialist, shows con- 

clusively to the committee, that it was entirely an individual trans- 

action, and so regarded by the memorialist himself. 

The committee therefore cannot see, either from the terms of the 
contract under which the memorialist entered the service of the State, 
or from the manner in which his accounts have been audited and 
settled, or the mannerin which the instruments have been disposed 
of, that they can do otherwise than reject the prayer of the memo- 
rialist. They therefore recommend its rejection. na

The committee to whom wasieferred various memorials and bills 
on the subject of tippling, have had the same ander consideration, 
and have instructed me to make the following report: 

' That from the petitions of upwards. of threé thousand citizens of 
seventeen counties in Various part of the State, together with nine- 
ty-eight citizens of the State of Kentucky, praying an amendment 
to the present law, i in relation: to tippling and tippling houses, to- 
gether with other petitions praying the ‘repeal of the present law on 
the same subject, your committee are of the opinion that the law 
of 1837-8, prohibiting any person from selling a less quantity of 
ardent spirits than a quart, have not had the effect so much as de- 
sired by the framers of that law, and if the evils of intemperance 
has been suppressed $ since the passage of the present existing laws, 
which your committee think exceedingly questionable, they believe 
it has been caused by the formation of temperance societies in various 
parts of the State, as also the course of a large portion of the citi- 
zens petitioning this General Assembly for an amendment of the 
present law, from the fact,that the’ greatest number of petitions 
have been presented and sent ‘to different- sections of the State by 
T of that Society, many of which were. mailed at. Nash- 

ville 

Your committee are well satisfied that a diversity.of opinións ex- 
ist in relation tothe subject, on the subject of-retailing ardent spirits. 
Some are. in favor of the present law being retained- with such 
amendments, asin the opinion of the commiittee-as oppressive, and 
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would if so amended, have a tendency to make a large portion of 
the community suffer from increased taxation to pay the cost arising 
from the punishment for violation of its provisions. Another por- 
tion of the community believe the present law oppressiye, and de- 
prives them of the liberty guaranteed tothem by the constitution, 
while a third, and as your committee believe, much the largest num- 
ber, arein favor of a “license law’”—granting to any person the 
right to sell ardent spirits in any quantity, with suitable restrictions. 
Yourcommittee are aware that objections are urged against the 
passage of any Jaw licensing the retail of spirituous liquors upon 
the ground, that it begets vice and immorality. To all those who 
urge such objections, they would refer them to the various reports 
of the Comptroller made to the different sessions of the Legisla- 
ture, which shows that the cost on criminal prosecutions which the 
State hasto pay have been increased greatly since the passage of 
the act of 1837-8; whether thatis owing to the existing law in re- 
lation to tippling houses, your committee does not care to enquire, but 
is at least an evidence, that the laws licensing tippling houses have 
not cansed the evil thatthe friends of the present law have contend- 
ed and urge as an objection against its repeal. : 

Your committee believe that the present law has had no tendency in 
suppressing tippling and tippling houses, and in orderto sustain their 
position they would point you tothe city of Nashville, whereis, as they 
are informed several hundred houses where ardent spirits can be pur- 
chased in any quantity to suit the purchaser. And being of the 
opinion that the present state of the finances, and the heavy debt 
hanging over the State, a portion of which falls due ina few years, 
and must be met insome way, make it the imperative duty of this 
Legislature tolook to every object by which revenue can be raised, 
to create a sinking fund for the liquidation of the State bonds as 
they severally fall due, without producing an evilon the commu- 
nity, or creating oppression; and believing as your committee do, 
taking former years as a guide, previous to the act of 1837--8, pro- 
hibiting the licensing of tippling houses, that twenty or twenty-five 
thousand dollars can annually be raised by the passage cf a law 
licensing tippling, and tippling houses, and feeling warranted in 
saying that the evil has not been lessened by the existing law, and 
believing it to be a legitimate to raise revenue, are therefore of the

As directed by a resolution of the House of Representatives, I 
herewith report that Abraham Tipton’s liability to the Treasury for 
taxescollected as Sheriff ofCarter county, for 1839, amounted to the 
sum of $365 80. Thatat the March term, 1843, a judgment was 
obtained against him for thissum, together with 124 per cent. dam- 
ages, amounting to the further sum of forty-five dollars and seventy- 
two cents, in all the judgment amounting to $411 52. That is the 
only liability of Abraham Tipton to the State Treasury, that he has 
not so far asis known to this office, paid any part of this claim in 
money, but that he held and presented to this office, claims against 
the State Treasury properly authenticated, amounting to$385 49, 
which were credited, and on the 14th of July, 1845, allowed upon a 
set off against the judgment of the State.

In compliance With.a resolution of your: honorable body, receiv- 
ed on :yesterday; calling upon the’ Presidént and Diréctors‘of the 
Bank, to report whether or not they have discharged ‘their duty, by 
notifying the Governor of the deficiency of Bank profits tq meet all 
its requirements, amounting to: $26,855 29. Iam directed tò in-. 
form you, that the Governor has not been, advised of this deficiency, 
save only throagh the published report made to the General Assem- 
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bly, béaring date 7th October last. The-only apology we have. to 
offer for the delay, is based upon the fact of your being in session, 
and in’ possession of the information, together with the hope indulg- 
ed onour part that such new adjustments of the charter of.the 
Bank and Internal Improvement Companies, would be by you se- 
cured, as- to enable the Bank to make profits with the aid of the 
dividends derived from Stock owned by the’State in these compa- 
nies, as would not only refund the present deficiency, but perfhnarient- 
ly provide for all future demands, and consequently ‘supercede the 
necessity of relying on so remote a contingency as the Internal Im- 
provement companies, are now generally supposed to be for pravid- 
ing or refunding interest under existing circumstances, believing at 
the same time, that this delay,-would neither impair the claim or 
materially affect the interest ofthe institution. - 

Entertaining these views, we deemed it right and proper under 
all the circumstances, (this being the first instance of a deficiency,) 
to inform you of its existence, and then-wait a reasonable time for 
your action upon this all important subject. In conclusion permit 
me to add, that in conformity with an act passed 27th January, 
1844, an order has been made‘this day directory to the.Cashier of . 
the Bank, to call upon the Comptroller to issue his warrant for the 
amount of said deficiency $26,855 29, on the first day of October 
last, directed to the Treasurer of the State in his favor, which-when 
received, will transfer said amount from the Treasury of the State 
now in Bank, to that of the sinking or contingent fund aceount. 

His Excellency the Governor has also at the same time been no- 
tified of the demand made upon the Comptroller. 

The payment made since that, we are advised of, is ineonsidera- 
ble, and we presume the Bank profits will exceed during the same 
time the demand for interest. |

The following communication was read by the Speaker from the 
Bank of Tennessee: 
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BANK OF TENNESSEE, 
December 29th, 1845. : 
Hon. Brooxins CAMPBELL, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 

Dear Sir: We have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a 
resolution adopted on the 23rd inst., requiring the President and 
Directors of the Bank of Tennessee to report the amount of divi- 
dends of the Bank and the contingent fund from the commencement 
of its operations to ist July, 1845, and in like manner to report 
the entire amount of disbursements down to ist July, 1845, in- 
cluding the disbursements to schools and academies, and the pay- 
ment on State bonds, and if any deficiency existed on said 1st day 
July, 1845, to state out of what fund they paid the deficit, and by 
what authority they applied the same to the satisfaction of said de- 
ficit. In answer I am directed to inform your honorable body that 
the sinking or contingent fund, together with other profits held by 
the Bank and Branches exclusive of $41,070 81 received for dis- 
counts off State bonds purchased agreeable to the statement here- 
tofore submitted, dated 30th June, which we are informed includes 
the business of that day or to 1st of July, 1845, amounts to $846,- 
461 08; add to this profits during the same time appropriated 708, 
00, will give the total amount of $1,554,461 08; the entire amount 
of the Bank’s disbursements for interest on State bonds as appears 
in same is $753,983 03; add to this appropriations charged to 
schools and academies 708 00, and balance of expense account, 
amounting to 21,647 89, will give the total amount of expenditures 
of $1,483,630 92, which leaves a surplus at the close of the month 
of June or down to ist July, 1845, $70,830 16, which surplus in- 
cludes all, that is, in the branches, of profits and required to be paid 
over agreeable to act passed 14th January, 1844, chap. 105. 

We have now embraced within the time specified in your reso- 
lution the disbursements and receipts of the bank and branches as 
above, which leaves a surplus of $70,830 16, as taken from the 
several statements. Believing, however, that further information 
may be desired, we will add that an order was made unanimously 
by the board, as usual, in anticipation on the 3d July, (previous to 
being informed of the amount of means held by the branches, and 
was not advised of for several days thereafter,) directing the ap- 
propriation of $118,000 for schools and academies to be made, 
which was accordingly entered on the books, for which the warrant 
of the Comptroller issued for the school’s portion on the 26th July, 
as appears from a memorandum furnished by that officer, and the 
funds withdrawn chiefly we presume during the months of August 
and September following. When the appropriation was ordered, 
we believed (in absence of the branch statements) there would be 
a deficiency of means to cover the entite amount, exclusive of $41,- 
070 81 discount off State bonds purchased, but anticipating profits 
during the same quarter in which the appropriation might be with- 
drawn would liquidate it in part at least, the course was adopted, 
having no doubt at the time of its propriety or approval by your hon- 
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orable body. Had we not deemed it all-sufficient to refer to the- 
existing deficiency at the close of the quarter ending on the 1st Oc- 
tober, 1845, being the usual and first time after the Ist July, when 
the several statements of the bank and branches are brought togeth- 
er, and all the disbursements and assets appear in full, we would 
have heretofore specified with more precision time, dates and 
amounts. In estimating the profits of the Bank in this statement, 
as heretofore, no allowance’ has been made for bad or doubtful 
debts previously existing, much, if not all of which might with 
equal propriety have been deducted had we felt entirely author- 
ized, and would have increased in proportion the deficiency of 
means applicable to the disbursements required, and consequently 
the demand upon the Treasury department. 

The bad debts ascertained by the commissioners appointed to 
examine the bank and branches two years since, and so reported 
by Gov. Jones in his message of October last, amounts to $256,- 
528 95, the doubtful debts to $155,454 43, including the debt due 
from the estate of E. W. Dale, deceased of $33,800 17, the secu- 
rities having been released. : 

We were not aware until recently of the provisions. of the act of 
the 30th January, 1844, making it our duty to inform the Governor 
of such deficiency, the caption of the act being “an act to provide 
for the collection of the dividends of the State on her stock in inter- 
nal improvement companies, and for other purposes,” and he was 
not notified until the 11th instant. 

We are at some loss for’a reply to the latter portion of your reso- 
lution—“the authority for and the fund out of which the deficiency 
was paid;” but will state that in our opinion it was alike due to the 
country, the Bank and the State that the credit of neither (they be- 
“ing inseparable) should be impaired, however great the pecuniary 
sacrifice; accordingly, so far as has been necessary for that 
purpose, the Bank’s funds have been used, not only in the prompt 
discharge of the obligations imposed, but in the payment of the 
Treasurer’s checks for the current expenses of the State govern- 
ment, in the absence of funds on deposit, for about six months, du- 
ting which time, and perhaps we might be excusable were we to 
add up to the present, no transfer of the funds from the State Treas- 
ury could have safely been made, as you will perceive from a com- 
munication received from F. K. Zollicoffer, Esq. Comptroller, da- 
ted 24th instant, and which we have the honor this day of trans- 
mitting to the General Assembly, in which he declines the pay- 
ment of the deficiency, as reported on the 1st October.

Cashier Bank of Tennessee, —Sir, I have duly received your state- 
ment, that the deficiency of dividends of the Bank of Tennessee 
to meet its liabilities on the ist October last, was $26,855 29, and 
also the provisions of the act of 1844, chapter 164, directing the 
Comptroller to issue a warrantin payment of said deficiency: Pro- 
vided, there be in the Treasury money not otherwise appropriated: 
And provided further, that the Comptroller shall in no case draw 
upon the Treasure1, when the payment of said draft would reduce 
the amount in the Treasury below the current expenses of the . 
State Government. : 

I have been at great loss to determine, whether I could with pro- 
priety issue a warrant passing this deficiency. The period from

The House of Representatives met pursuant to their adjournment. 

The Journal of Friday was read and adopted, 

And memorials and petitions being in order, 

Mr. Gordon presented l 

The memorial of two hundred citizens of Franklin county, pray- 
ing a change in the convict labor in. the Penitentiary, — 

Which was read and transmitted to the Senate. 
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Mr. Hembree presented 

The petition of sundry citizens of Roane county on the subject 
of internal improvements in East Tennessee, 

Which was referred to the committee on internal improvements. 

Mr. Gordon, from the committee on claims, 

Made a second report upon the claim of Albert Miller Lea. 

‘The report is as follows: 

The committee on claims, to whom was referred the second me- 
morial of Albert M. Lea, late chief engineer of the State, address- 
ed to the House of Representatives, calling their attention to what 
he is pleased to call certain errors in the report of your committee, 
made on his first memorial to this General Assembly. 

While your committee do not profess to be exempt from error, 
they are at the same time unable to see that the conclusions to which 
they came were erroneous. They stated that at the final settle- 
ment of the memorialist, made with the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury after his services with the State had terminated, he refunded 
some six hundred dollars, then in his hands, tothe Treasury. That 
he had likewise, since he had applied to the legislature for indem- 
nity, collected ‘and applied to his own use two hundred dollars out 
of the last debt which he applied to the legislature to refund. And 
on further investigation, your committee are confirmed that the loss 
was a private one, and so considered by the memorialist himself, 
from the fact that in examining what had been done with the mathe- 
matical instruments said to belong to the State, your committee sta- 
ted that they had been deposited with a mercantile house in this city 
for sale and the proceeds paid to your memorialist. The second 
memorial states that a part of them were paid to his brother for him 
through mistake. He also admits in his second memorial that he 
did receive two hundred dollars of the claim, as stated by your 
committee in their first report. The committee are of opinion that 
the statements in the first report are correct, and they are more ful- 
ly confirmed in their views of the injustice of the prayer of the 
memorialist from the fact that, upon an examination of the accounts 
and requisitions of the memorialist on file with the commissioners 
of internal improvement, it is fully shown that in drawing a requi- 
sition for funds to enable him to progress with his duties, the pre- 
cise item of the three hundred and seventy-five dollars and fifty 
cents, to pay for these instruments, is embraced and allowed, show- 
ing conclusively that the State did pay for them. 

The question then and the only question is, shall the State after 
paying the money to the memorialist, and he by negociating a trans- 


ferof the amount to Baltimore, was unfortunate in losing it, will ! 
the State step in and indemnify him for the loss. The committee , 


believe that as the memoralist proceeded to collect and retain a part | 


of said debt, and more particularly, as he has received a part if not 


all the proceeds of the sale of the instruments, there cannot be any 


propriety in releasing the memoralist, and they see no reason to 
change the recommendation of their first report.

Governor of 
the State of Tennessee and the Commonwealth of Kentucky has 
been before the joint committee, charged by this General Assembly 
toexamine the same and repòrt thereon. 

The committee have somewhat reluctantly agreed to recommend 
the adoption of the line marked as represented on the map accom- 
panying this report. - "a 

The errors which may have been originally committed in running 
a portion of this line in the early settlement of the country, and are 
now of such long standing that your committee believe it is better 
to establish it permanently between the two States, than to distract 
the tranquility of those sections of the country through which it pass- 
es, by holding its citizens in suspense and doubt, as to whether they 
are residents of Tennessee or Kentucky. We might dwell upon 
the justice of the claim which Tennessee could set up to some por- 
tion of territory, which the adoption of the’ line now marked, as 
represented on this map, passes into Kentucky, but we deem this 
strip of country less importantthan the establishment of a boundary 
line, which the citizens of each State may hereafter recognize in 
all time to come as the true line. Viewing this subject in this light, 
your committee have instructed their chairman, to recommend a 
concurrence.of this General Assembly, with the report made by the 
commissioners of the two States, and our adoption of the same. 


Your committee further recommend that his Excellency A. V: ° 


Brown, communicate as early as practicable to his excellency the 
Governor of Kentucky, the fact asto the importance of said line hy 
this General Assembly, as the boundary between said States.

ported to have been incurred for subsistence, chain carriers, marking, 
&c., and two hundred and fifty dollars each for their services.

Whereas, our minister Mr. Wheaton, on the 29th day. of April, 
1844, concluded d treaty with the states composing the Germanic 
customs union, by which their consent was obtained to a reduction

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in foreign markets, and by which reduced duties were obtained on 
our rice, lard and the free introduction of raw cotton. 

And this being the first successful attempt to relieve our great 
agricultural interest, engaged in the culture of tobacco, it was an- 
ticipated that this treaty would meet with little or no opposition, and 
receive the decided ratification of the Senate of the United States, 
yet it came up for ratification during the last Presidential contest, 
and it is to be regretted that these great interests upon party con- 
siderations were voted down, and the treaty by a strict party vote 
in the Senate, was carried to the table, where it expired by its own 
limitation. 

Therefore resolved, That by this action of the Senate of the 
United States, our great agricultural interests are disregarded and 
voted down, and while it meets with the decided condemnation of 
this Legislature, it is to be hoped if an opportunity shall again of- 
fer for the reduction of those heavy and onerous duties in foreign

Comptroller's Office, | ; 
Nashville, Jan. 12, 1846. 
To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 

GENTLEMEN—À continued press of business has delayed the fol- 
lowing suggestions, which I beg leave to append as supplimental to 
my report. The act of the last session to amend the revenue laws 
of the State in relation to tax sales, seemed to have failed to secure 
confidence in the validity of sheriff’s titles, and a large amount of 
lands and town lots are annually offered for sale for taxes, and not 
sold for the want of bidders, on which the State tax is consequently 
lost. The clause in the twentieth section of the act of 1885, chap- 
ter 15, directing the Comptroller to cause such lands and lots there- 
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after tobe assessed, soas best to securethe tax, is consequently 
also wholly inoperative.‘ The valueof such lands and lots, offered 
for sale in a single county (Shelby,) last year, and not sold for 
the want of bidders, amount te $360,182 on $179,400 value, of 
which the State tax was double, so that the loss of State tax’ from 
this cause alone in that county in 1845, was $404 69, such losses 
are chiefly confined to the Western District countiés, and the case 
given is an extreme one, exhibiting larger losses than usual. For 
the last two years the couzty court clerk of the county of Obion, 
has wholly failed to furnish this office with an aggregate statement 
of State taxes, and taxables for. said county, notwithstanding the 
notifications required by law have. been regularly given. In Carter 
county, no State tax was collected for 1848, in consequence of the 
resignation of the sheriff;and thé refusal of the county court to fill 
the vacancy. Ilearn that for about twelve months, there were 
neither coroner, sheriff and constables in that county... I would re- 
spectfully report that no action has been taken under the resolution 
ofthe 16th January, 1844, authorizing the Comptroller to take from 
the old Nashville Bank lands in the Western District or elsewhere, 
in satisfaction of the unpaid balance due the State from the;Bank, 
and which also authorizes the Comptroller’ to appoint an agent. to 
ascertain and agree onthe value of such lands. I abstained from 
action, because on inquiry, I was satisfied that there was lands 
enough belonging to the Bank to satisfy the debt ata fair valuation, 
and not being authorized to allow compensation by which the ser- 
vices of a competent agent might be secured to perform the import- 
ant duties assigned, and as the resolution seems merely to authorize 
and not require the action of the Comptroller, I deemed it prudent 
and proper to leave it untouched. 

These suggestions are. made, that your honorable body may ' 
take such further action in connection with them as may seem to 
you to be proper. All of which is respectfully submitted.

A memorial to the.Congress of the United States on. the subject 
of the Memphis Naval Depot, - =.. 7 ee 

Which memorial was read, and lies onthe table one day under 
the rule of the Houses which memorial was in the following ‘words: 

‘The General Assembly of the State of. Tennessee, recurring to 
the domestic policy of the Federal Government, notices with lively 
approbation a law of the last Congress of the United States, estab- 
lishing a Naval Depot at Memphis; onthe Mississippi river This 
great measure was dictated,.it is believed, by the soundest wisdom, 
and will, if it shallbe happily carried out, receive in time of peace, 
that preparation for all future emergencies, which will aid the conn- 
try in averting war, or in avenging its provocations.: The location 
too of that Depot as can be easily . manifested, is in the opinion of 
this General Assembly aptly and eminently adapted to the advance- » 
ment and execution, of the great object jt was intended to accom- 
plish, the chief of which, was the constimction and repair of steam- 
ers of war. Mempbis is situated in a. temperate, and healthful 
climate, .exempt alike from the seyere frosts of’ winter, or the de- 
structive,fevers of ‘summer; it is in close contiguity with regions of 
inexhaustible production of iron, of, stone coal, of hemp, and of 
wood, and all of easy access.by, water during great part of the 
year—itmust soon ayerlogk the southeastern seaboard by means of a 
great Atlantic Rail Road—it is about midway between the Gulph of 
Mexico and the Northern lakes—reaching the former by deep, un- 
interrupted navigation, and déstinéd it is confidently hoped, at no 
very distant day, tọ communicate,with the latter bya ship eanal—it 
isalmost midway too betweenthe mountains East'and West of the 
Mississippi, which cut off and separate the great inland basin of 
this republic from the ocean slopes on either side of these mountains. 
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The geographical centre thus of the most extensive and fertile 
valley upon the earth, Memphis is near—or át the outside; will, in 
a few quick years become the centre of a great community, whose 
population in rapid and astonishing increase must far outnumber 
pnd double the population of all the residue of the Union. Itis at. 
this moment as it must always be, the most available point for the 
successful promotion of all the great national purposes designed to 
be secured by the establishment of a Naval Depot on the Western 
waters, and this General Assembly a decided approbation of all the 
steps taken by the Congress to advance the policy now so auspi- 
clously begun. 

In addition to ‘those’ grave and weighty considerations, the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Tennessee may safely press others, which can- 
not be prudently overlooked, if it is the desire and intention of the 
Federal Government to promote good feelings every where, and to 
guard the harmony of the country by dealing out equal and even- 
handed bounties to all its sections and divisions. The erection and 
future agencies of a Naval Depot and of other useful and impor- 
tant public works on the western waters, will necessarily occasion, 
a more expanded and equitable distribution of the public revenue; 
such a policy was loudly demanded by the just rights of the west, 
and could net have been much longer postponed without weakening 
to some extent the peaceful and loyal relations that have heretofore 
so firmy existed in the American nation. It will diffuse into new 
channels that wealth which is a product of a general annual tax 
upon aH the people, and which, whenever it can be prudently and 
properly avoided, should not be too systematically lavished or ex- 
hausted upon an older and more regarded division of the union. 
Already do we behold a chain of costly Depots dotting the bays 
and harbors of the Atlantic, from Portsmouth to Norfolk, and in 
their necessary outlay and expenditure, invigorating industry and 
scattering yearly large sumsof money. A highly favored people— 
nor is the fact adverted to in a carping or invidious spirit—these 
great works are all of them well enough perhaps in their particular 
places; indispensable, no doubt, in the number if not in the confined 
locality to the public service, and it well becomes good citizens 
every where, however distantly removed from the immediate ad- 
vantages they confer, to rejoice .in the national utility and in the 
increased individual prosperity, they impart within the great circle 
of their influence around public establishments on the banks of the 
Mississippi and its great tributaries, will carry with them similar 
benefits and facilities.to a great and growing community, prover- 
bial for its patriotism, but bitherto almost wholly unaccustomed to 
any participation in the public disbursements—they would stimu- 
late enterprise by opening’new and!profitable markets to the labor 
and protective energies of that community. They would, in no 
smali degree, familiarize the public eye with the character and the 
application of the destructive energiesof war, andthereby acquaint 
a remote but devoted people with the power and defensive force of 
the government. 
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The hardy waterman of the Mississippi, already more than half 
a sailor, trained thus in frequent intercourse-with the war ship, the 
child of his own boasted valley. would imbibe feelings which no 
recited lesson could inspire, and with the invitation of his country, 
he would eagerly walk her decks and peril life in defence.of her 
colors. This. brave and patient part af ovr population already 
numbers some twenty thousand; they flourish in a growing and in- 
structive school, and will in all time to come, if‘properly nurtured, 
constitute a “standing army” of peacefuland unexpensive citizens, 
inured to toil and discipline, and ready at a moment’s warning to 
mana Navy, or if needs be, to fill up and recruit out field battal- 
lions. Fully impressed’ with the truth and the.accuracy of these 
reflections, and well aware of the practical value and importance: 
the General Assembly of Tennessee has noticed with surprise and 
regret the settlements that characterize that portion of the late an- 
nual report of the Becretary of the Navy appertaining to the par- 


ticular branch of-the domestic policy, which it is the intention of 


this formal declaration to vindicate and support that high functio- 
nary, while he justly compliments the advantages and adraits the 
facilities which Memphis presents as a location: for the construction 
of steam ships, disapproves of some of the details of the plan pro- 
posed for a Navy Yard (at.that point,) because, as he remarks, it 
was framed on a scale.of. extravagant expenditure: _ For this and 
other reasons, all of which if true, are easily susceptible of proper 
and effective, remedies; tr ee 

He recommends to the Legislature, a confined use.of the money 
it may appropriate, and desires for the.present at least to substitute 
a Rope-walk for the enlarged designs.of a- Depot, adequate to all 
the great objects of such aù institution. What it is that constitues 
the extravagance of these plans, remains to be disclosed, and can 
only afterwards be determined by ‘competent-experiénced judges. 
It is fair, however, to suppose that Congress in the act of establish- 
inga Navy Yard at Memphis, knew that the execution of the work 
might consume years, and would require large sums of money. 
and it is equally ds fair. to add -here that the,-justness of that pre- 
sumption should. havé secured the future progress of the work 
against official strictures which-are mainly bottomed upon its prob- 
able expense. Public economy, it is freely conceded; is a com- 
mendable virtue, but it must’at the same time be'as frankly assert- 
ed that the - frugality which stoops to weigh dollars and cents, tu 
nicely adjusted balances, where the first claims of any part of the 
State, or the direct interest.of the whole demands the execution ot 
a measure of policy,sometimes degenerates into a morality of deubt- 
ful excellence, and not unfrequently injures where it aims honestly 
to protect the country. ‘Phe recollection of such a virtue bas not 
always heretofore startled.the fears of public agents’ and sealed the 
Treasury doors, when yearly millions have been appropriated to 
construct and keép up the Navy Yards, that crowd and ornament 
the north-eastern sea board, and constantly add capital and energy 
to its trade arid industry. Its scrutiny in the instance now under 
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discussion, may successfally postpone rights and interests that have 
been already too long deferred, delay will strengthen their force 
and give a certainty to a final acquisition of Memphis, in the lan- 
gnage of the Secretary it isin the heart of the country, and near 
anocean river. If in building steamships, it may complee with 
Boston, New York and Philadelphia, if it lies moreover just below 
ths great hemp-growing region, and if as may be added with equal 
fidelity, it Hes also just below regions of iron and stone-coal, and 
stands surrounded by interminable forests of finest timber, the 
national value of the location admits of no prolonged controversy, 
nor will its feature occupation and importance for the great national 
»biect now in question, be forgotten or retarded by any scrupulous 
~alculations of money or time. It is the judgment of the Secretary, 
in the premises and not his unimpeached patriotism or his general 
vapacity, which it is the object of this Assembly to controvert and 
-ondemn. The Legislature of Tennessee, in all proper respect to 
the persons and opinions of those with whom it may differ, protests 
naunst views and considerations so contrary to the spirit and intent 
of law establishing a Naval Depot at Memphis, and so palpably 
prejudicial to the hopes and just expections of its constituents. 

‘Therefore be it resolved, by the General Assembly of the State 
of Tennessee, that the act of Congress of June, 1844, establishing 
a Naval Depot at Memphis, was a measure of Government, dictat- 
ed by the soundest views of policy, and founded in a due regard 
to the best interest of the country, to the long deferred rights of the 
west, 

Reesoleed, That by the plain interpretation of the law, it is the 
duty of the officers of the federal government until otherwise order- 
ed or interrupted by Congress to commence and vigilantly prose- 
ente by all means placed at their command, the structure of that 
Depot on a scale commensurate with the spirit and great objects of 
the law. 

Resolved, That our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our 
Representatives requested to use all proper and necessary means 
to advance the progress of that work according to the true intent of 
the law, and the wisé designs of the Congress of the United States.

J That they have had under consideration said subject, and have 
concluded, after mature deliberation, to recommend that the matter 
in controversy between the State and said Robert H. McEwen be 
referred to arbitrators, whose award shail be the judgment of the 
supreme court, in which the suit in question is now pending. 

The main reason which has brought the committee to this conclu- 
sion, is the following: 

By a resolution of the last General Assembly, a reference of the 
said suit so far as the sureties of McEwen were concerned, was 
made to arbitrators. Those arbitrators adjusted the demand as to 
the sureties upon the principle, that the Superintendent had made 
collections of the school fund from the debtors of the late Bank of 
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the State in depreciated funds, such as were in cirçulation in the 

several parts of the State where the debtors resided., After a tho- 

rough examination of the evidence in the case, they found that a 

loss had been sustained from this cause, and a credit for the amount 

of the loss was allowed the sureties, after which a balance of about 
ten thousand dollars was found against them, as they have securéd 

the same to the State. i 
Your committee have been able to perceive, that the case of the 

Superintendent differs from that of the sureties in regard to this de- 

preciation, On the contrary they think that the sureties were enti- 

tled to the relief alone, because their principal was himself entitled 
tothe same relief. Doubtless the former arbitrators would have 
put them both upon the same footing, if their power had extended 
to the Superintendent himself; and your committee take leave to 
express a decided opinion, that itis grossly unjust to hold the late 

Superintendent responsible for a depreciation in the currency, 

which was utterly beyond his control, and alike involved every class’ 

and individual m the community. 

It is certain that the bank has sustained heavy losses on this ac- 
count, and it would be the extreme of severity to make an officer, 
who had entrusted to him the collection of the whole suspended 
debt of the late Bank of the State, responsible for the whole of said 
debt collected by him, as though he had collected it in gold and 
silver, when every one of us must be aware that be could not have 
possibly done so. i os l 

Your committee, on the contrary, arè of opinion that the same 
indulgence which has þeen extended to others similarly situated 
ought to be allowed to him. l 

And, therefore, recommend that said suit be referred to Jos. W. 
Horton, Dr. John Waters, Nicholas Hobson and the Hon. Morgan 
W. Brown, with instructions to settle it upon principles of right 
and justice. |

subject of Tennessee Manufactures the committee addressed a

Gentlemen, 

I aim requested by your note of yesterday’s date to reply to

‘Tennessee. 

In replying to it, it is proper for me apprise you, that owing to the 

want of allreliable data and the difficulty of. obtaining the informa- 

tion sought for, that my answers (so far asstatisties are concerned)

they are offered, 

| To your first question relating to the amount of capital which is 
| invested in manufacturing operations in Tennessee, TI answer that 
| Lestimate the capital so employed at certainly not less than five mil- 
| lion three hundred and eighty three thousand dollars—divided thus viz:

In the foregoing estimate I feel convinced that I rather underrate 
than overrate the amount. l 

In arriving at the amount of investments in the iron business, I 
availed myself of the aid of several.of the most eminent and intel- 
ligent iron masters of the State. 

As to the quantity of raw material which is annually consumed 
by our manufacturers (to which your second interrogatory applies,) 
[have made no attempt to arrive at any conclusion, because I have 
no means at hand sufficiently reliable to found an estimate upon. 

Your third like your second interrogatory is one very difficult of 
solution; inasmuch as in the southern and western States few if any. 
of the manufacturing operations are conducted by corporations or 
joint stock companies, as is almost universally the case in the east- 
ein and northern States. Hence there is no necessity for publicly 
declared dividends, and by which the public are enabled to arrive 
atthe profits of any such company; therefore the impossibility of 
an answer on any such reliance should be placed. . 

So far, hawever, as I am enabled tojudge of the profits of manu- 
facturing in our State, L am inclined to the belief that capital ju- 
diciously invested and carefully, energetically and prudently man- 
aged, will yield a very fair return in profits—perhaps greater than 
m any other industrial pursuit pursued in the State.. 

These remarks are intended to apply more especially to the pro- 
luction of icon and the more common descriptions of woolen and 
cotton goods. ‘To other branches of manufacturing, I have not had 
my attention particularly directed, therefore decline any expression 
of opinion—-not, however, because I have reason to suppose other 
branches may not be as profitably entered into as those alluded to. 

Your fourth iaterrogatery which asks: What is the probable dif- 
erence in supporting operations engaged in manufacturing in Fen- 
hessee and the northern States? is more readily: answered—and I 
reply: That in Tennessee the cost of such maintainance will not 
certainly exceed one-half (and most probably less) of what it does 
in the New England States. This will be made manifest to all who 
way take the trouble of comparing. a.Boston prices current with 
one of the same date issued, at Nashville. a, 
_In Tennessee the average values of corn and pork are for the 
former twenty cents per bushel, and for the latter two and a half 
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cents per pound; whereas, in Boston dnd Lowell the usual price of 
the former is fifty-five to sixty cents, and for the other, less than six 
cents per pound is seldom asked and obtained. 

You ask in your fifth interrogatory what are the advantages or 
disadvantages attending slave laborcompared with white labor em- 
ployed in manufacturing? , 

In answering this the most important of your questions, I am 
aware of having to encounter the old and deep rooted prejudices of 
most persons who have not investigated the subject for themselves, 
but who have rather adopted opinions expressed (perhaps interes- 
tedly) by others. To such an extent has this opinion that slave la- 
bor cannot successfully compete with free labor in manufacturing 
operations taken possession of the publie mind, that ithas become in 
a manner a proverb, and like all other old maxims is most difficult 
to eradicate. 

In some of the more delicate and intricate operations, where there 
is much exercise of the mind requisite, ludmit.that i may be true— 
but to an extent beyond this I deny its truth; and I appeal to all 
whose experience qualify them as judges to bear me out in the as- 
sertion—that in all operations, where patience, care, application | 
and strength are the chief requisites, that the slave is found in all 
respects competent. He is patient of toil, submits readily to dis- 
cipline, and unencumbered with cares of the mind; hence it is more 
entirely brought to bear on the operation he may be performing. 
To this may be added his physical ability of enduring the heat of 
the iron-furnace or of the spinning room decidedly better than the 
white man. 

Again: The employer of theslave operative is not deprived of 
his services from having him called off to sit on juries; to attend 
musters and elections, and many other such drawbacks on labor. 

Nor is he found uniting in combinations “to strike for higher wag- 
es” or for “shorter hours of work” at that particular juncture of time, 
too, when his services are most needed. 

And yet another reason still more cogent is at hand, to prove that 
to the manufacturer, who is the owner of the slave, his services are 
doubly valuable. Itis this; when the owner has taught him the art 
of manufacturing he is not called on from time to time, as improve- 
ment in skill take place, tu increase his wages, as is always the case 
with the white laborer, who becoming more and more expert, de- 
mand and is certainly entitled to higher pay, because the instruc- 
tion he has acquired, enables him to make for his employer more 
money. 

But great as I view the advantages resulting from the use of 
slave labor in manufacturing, I am unwilling to believe that the 
success of manufacturing in Tennessee depends solely on it. For 
let me assure you that there exists in Tennessee no inconsiderable 
amount of free white labor, which can most readily be availed ol 
by those who from prejudice or supposed interest prefer it. 

In conclusion of this branch of the subject I will remark, that 
what I have written relative to the adoption of slave labor to man- 
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ufacturing, is not a mere hypothesis, for it has been fairly and fully 
tested in many instances, 

There is now, and has been for many years, in full and successful 
operation, in North Alabama, an extensive establishment, where 
large amounts of woolen and cotton goods are daily produced, and 
of a quality too, much superior to the same description made in the 
New England States. ‘This concern is in Madison county, owned 
by Patton, Donegan & Co. and operated exclusively by slaves in every 
department, save only the manager, a clerk, a dyer and a watch- 
man. 

Nor are the goods thus produced confined alone to the coarse 
fabrics, but they embrace many articles of the finer descriptions; 
to produce which in perfection (as their goods are) requires much 
skill on the part of the operative. 

In Tennessee there are also several establishments at which the 
same description of goods are made, but none that I am aware of 
where the laborers are exclusively slaves, as is the ¢ase with the 
Alabama Factory. l 

To these advantages which Tennessee possesses'as a favorable 
point for manufacturing profitably, may be added her excellent 
water power; a superabundance of the best and cheapest building 
materials; the mildness and salubrity of our climate, having our 
cotton, wool, hemp and other raw materials produced in abundance 
at our very doors, with excellent river navigation as an outlet for 
our productions. These advantages added to that of possessing in 
inexhaustible quantities the very best of iron ore and stone coal, 
tend, as I conceive, to point to Tennessee as decidedly the most 
desirable point in the Union at which capital and manufacturing 
skill may be most profitably used—and they are advantages, too, 
which cannot certainly much longer be overlooked by those posses- 
sing the requisites for embarking in such euterprises.

To withhold the announcement, that I have on all occasions been] 
kindly and magnanimously sustained by both political parties, would) 
be a cold hearted indifference of which I hope never to be guilty. 

When I remember the exciting scenes through which we have! 
passed; the angry political controversies into which we have some 
times fallen, and the nearly equal divisions of political parties on 
this floor, which have so often in the heated debate of party ques 
tions, aroused all the animosities consequent upon the circumstances 
and relations which we respectively bear. to the country and out 
own opinions.—In view of these opposing elements, to receive the 
approval of all my associates, is gratifying beyond my power of ut- 

terance. An additional source of unfeigned pleasure is found m 
the rare fact, although in the progress of our deliberations, many 
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points of order have been raised, often involving the most intricate 
and complex questions of parliamentary law, requiring always the 
prompt opinion of the chair, from which decisions a few appeals 
have been made to the House and the opinions of the chair have 
in every instance been sustained, mostly by very large majorities. 

A respect so kindly shown for my decisions, and so magnanimous- 
ly maintained throughout the session, demands an additional ac- 
knowledgment from a heart already overflowing with gratitude.— 
This indisputable evidence of your kindness and respect is im- 
pressed upon my heart as undying as memory or thought, and will 
be regarded through after life as the proudest in my humble history. 
GENTLEMEN: 

Our separation is near at hand; the thought of parting 
with friends even for a time is painful; but how much more so for 
us to be separated when we know our separation must be forever, 
especially after having cultivated the ties of friendship with so 
much intimacy and kindness, until they have become indissolubly 
strong in all our personal relations and intercourse. But itis the lot 
of man—we must part—in all probability to meet no more, either 
here or elsewhere on any earthly stage; my prayer is that your sev- 
eraldestinies may be peace, and your pursuits prosperity, and that 
the rewards of your present labors may be the public good and an 
approving constituency. 

And now that the curtain which will separate us must soon drop, 
[avail myself of the moment to bid each of you an affectionate 
farewell; therefore but one thing now remains but to adjourn this 
House of Representatives without day.
